Iris true that while we abode at the Lland of Trinedado, | was 
informedby an indian,thatnotfarrc trom the Port, where we 
ancored, there were founde certaine minerall ſtones which 
they eſteemed to be gold, and were thereunto perſwaded the 
rather for that chey had ſeene both Engliſh, and French men 
gather,andimbarque ſome quantities thereof:ypon this likly- 
hoode I ſenc 49.men & gaue orderthat cach once ſhould brin 
a (tone of tharmine,to make triall of the goodnefſe, which be 
ing performed, I afluredthem at rheir returne' thatthe ſame 
was Marcaſite,and of norichesorvalue « Notwithſtanding 
diuers truſting more totheir owne lence, then to my opinion, 
kept of the ſaide Aarcaſite, and hauc tried thereof fince my 
returne,in diuers places.ln Guiana itſelfe Fneuer ſawe Mar - 
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caſite, but all the rocks, mountaines,all tones in the plaines, 


in woodes, and bythe riuers fide arcin effet thorow ſhi- 
ning, and appeare marueylous rich , which bcing tried 
to be no CMarcaſite , arcthetrew fignes of rich minerals, bur 
arenootherthen El madre del oro ( as the Spanyards terme 
them) winchis the mother of golde , or as itis ſaide by others 
the ſcum of Gold; of diuers ſortes of theſe many of my com- 
paniebrought alſointo England, euery onetaking the fayrelſt 


for the beſt, which is not generall.For mine owne parte, I did . 


not countermand any mans defire,oropinion,& 1could haue a

forded them little if 1 ſhoulde haue denied them the pleaſing 


of their owwne fancies therein : But I was reſolued that golde 
mult be foundeither in grainesſeparatefr6 the one(asitis in 
molt ofthe riuers in G#iana)or elie in a kinde of harde ſtone, 
which we cal the white Sparrc,of which I ſaw diuershils,& in 
ſundrie places,but had neither time,nor men,nor inftruments 
fit to labour. Neere vnto one of the riuers | founde of the 
ſaide white Sparre orfline a yerie greatledge or banke, which 
I endeuoured to breake by al the means I could, becauſe there 
appeared on the out fide ſome ſmal grainegof gold,bur find- 
ing no meane to worke the ſame ypon the vpper part, ſeeking 
the ſides and circuitof the ſaid rock, I founde a cliftin the 
ſame from whence with daggers , and with the head of an 
axc,\vc gotte our ſomeſmall quantitie therof, of which kind 
of white ſtone(wherein gold in gendreth ) we ſawe diuers hils 
androcks in cuery part of Guiana,wherein we trauelled.Of this 
there hath beene made manyrrialls, and in London, it was 
firlt aſſaide by Maſter Weſtwood a refiner dwelling in wood- 
Nreet, and it helde aftertherate 12000 or 1 3000 poundes a 
tunne. Anotherſort was afterwardtricd by Matter Bulmar & 
Maſter Dimocke aſſay maſter,& it held afterthe rate of 23000 
poundes a tunne. There was ſome of it agame tried by Maſter 
Palmar comprrollor of the minte, & Matter Dimocke in gold 
ſmithshall,and it helde afcer 26900 pounds a tun; There was 
alſo at the ſame time,and bythe ſame perſons a triall made of 
the duftofthe ſaid mine which held 8.pound 6.ounces weight 
of gold, inthe hundred:there was likewiſe atthe ſame time a 
triall made 6f an Image of Copper madein Gaiana , which 
heldathird part gold, beſides diuers trialls madein the coun- 
trey , andby othersin London. But becauſe there came of ill 
with the good, and belike the ſaid Alderman was notpreſen» 
ted with the beſt, ithath pleaſed him therefore to ſcandall 
the reſt}, and todefacetheenterprize as much as in him ly- 
eth.It bath alſobeen concluded by diuers , that if there had 
been any ſuch oare in Gaiana, andthe ſame dilcouered, _ 
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I woulde haue broughthome a greater quantitie thereof: firft 
I wasnot bounde to latiſfie any man ofthe quantiticbur ſuch 
onely as aduentured, if any ſtore had been returned thereof: 
bur ir is verie true that had all their mountaines beene of 
maſlie Golde, it was impoſſible for vs to haue made anie 
longer ſtay to haue wrought the ſame: and whoſoeutr hath 
lcenewith what ſtrength of one , the beſt golde oare is 
muironed, he will not chinke it eafe tobe had out in beapes, 
and eſpecially by vs who had neither men, inſtrumentes, 
nor time { as It is ſaide before ) to performe the lame: 
There were onthis diſcoucrie, no lefſe then 100 perſonnes, 
who can all witneſſe, that when we palt any braunch of the 
river to vewe the land within,and aied from our boates bur 
{ix houres, wee were driuen to wade to the cyes,at our re- 
turne:andit we attemptedthe fame the day following ,. it 
was impoſſible either to forde it, or toſwim it , both by rea- 
ſon of the ſwiftnele, and alſo for that the borders were ſo 
pefired with faſt woods, asnerther bote nor man could finde 
place, cither to land or to imbarque - for in June , July, 
Auguſt and September, it is impoſſible to nauigate any 
of rhoſe rivers , fortfuch is the furic of the Current, | and 
there are ſo many trees and woodes ouerflowne, as if anie 
boat but touch yppon any tree or ſtake , it is impoſiible 
to ſaueany one perſon therein:and ere we departed the land 
it ran with that ſwiftnes, as we draue downe moſt commonly 
againſtthe wind, little lefle then one hundred milesa day:Be- 
fades our veſſels were no other then whirries, one little barge, 
a ſmall cockboate;and a bad Galiota, which wee ” Es. in 
haſt for that purpoſe at Trinedado, and thoſe little boates 
had nyne orten men apeece, with allcheir victuals,and arms. 
It is further true, that wee were about 400, miles from our 
fhips, and had bene a moneth from them, which alſo we leſt 
weakly mande in an open roade, and hadpromiſed our recurn 
in 15 daies.Othershaue deuiſed thatthe ſame oare was had 
from barbery,and that we caried it with vsinto ——_” 
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the ſingularitie of that deuice, 1 do not well comprehend, for 
mine owne part, I am not ſo much in loue with theſe long voi 
ages asto deuiſe thereby to cozen my ſeltetolic hard, to fare 
worle,to be ſubieed to perils,todiſcales, to ill ſauours, to be 
arched and withered, and withall to tuſtaine the care and la- 
oor ot ſuch an enterprize,excepte the ſame had more coforty 
then theferching of Marcaſite in Guiana, orbying of gold oar 
in Barbery. But I hope the better ſort will iudge me by them-» 
ſelues,&tharthe way of deceipt, is notthe way of honor or 
good opini6: I haue herein conſumed much time; and many 
crowns, & I had no otherreſpeR or defirethe to ſerue her ma 
ieſtic & my Countrie thereby.If theſpaniſh natis had been of 
like belecteto theſe detrators, we ſhouldlittle haue feared or 
doubted their attempts,wherewith we now are daily threats 
ned. Butitwe now c6fider of the aRtivs both of Charls the fift, 
whohad the Madenheade of Pers & the abundant treaſures | 
of Atabalipa,together with the affaires oftheſpaniſh king now | 
| liuing, what territories he hath purchaſed, what he hath added 
to the acts of his predeceſſors, how many kingdoms he hath 
indaungered,how many armies, garriſons,& nauies,he hath & 
doth maintaine,the great loſſes which he bath reparced, as in 
88 aboue 100 layle of great ſhippes with cheir artillery , and 
thatno yerc is leſleynfortunate but that many veſlels,treaſurs 
& pcople are deuoured,& yet not with{taading he beginnerh 
againe like a ſtorme tothreaten ſhipwracke co vsall,we ſhall 
finde that theſe abilitiesriſe not fromthe trades of ſackes, and 
Ciuil Orenges norfr6 ought elſe that either ſpain, Portugal, 
or any of his other prouincesproduce: Itis his Indian Golde 
thatindaungereth ahd ditturberh all the nations of Europe, it 
purchaſleth intelligence, creeperh into Councels, and ſetterh 
bound loyaltic atlibertyin the greateſt onarchiesof Europ, 
Ifth e ſpaniſh king can keep ysfrom forraine enterprizes, and 
from the impeachment of histrades, either by offer of inua- 
ſkon,orby beleiging vsin brictayne, Ircland, orclſe where, ; 
he bath then broughc the worke of our perill in greate tor- } 
; watdnes, 
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watdnes, Thoſe princes which abound in treaſure haue grear 
aduantages ouer thereſt, if they once conſtraine them to a de 
fenſiue warre, where theyare drwen once a yeare or oftnerto 
caſt lots for their owne garments, & from ſuch ſhall al trad«cs, 
& entercourſe be taken away to the general lofle & impoues« 
riſhmet of the kingdom, & comon weale lo reduced: beſides 
whe rmen are conltrained ro fight,it hath not the ſame hope as 
whe they arepreſt & incouraged by the defire of ſpoyle & ri- 
ches.Farther it isto be doubted how thote that in time of viCto 
ry ſcem to affe&t their neighbour nativs, wil remaine after the 
firſt y1ew of miſtortunes,oril ſucceſſc;ro truſt allo to the doubt 
fulnes of abattel,is but a fearctul & vncertaine aduenture ſee» 
ing thcrin fortune is askely to preuaile, as vertue. It ſha!l noc 
be neceflaryto alleage all that might be ſaid, and theretore I 
wil thus conclude, that whatlocuer kingdom (halbe inforced 
to defend it ſelfe, may be comparedto a body daungerouſly 
diſeaſed, which for a fake may be preſerucd with vulgat me- 
dicines, but in a ſhorttime, and by little and little,the ſame 
mult needes fall to the ground, and be difſolued.! haue there- 
fore labouredal my life, both according to my ſmal power, 8 
perlwaſi6,to aduance althoſe attemptsthat might eyther pro 
mile return of profit to our {clues,or atlealt be a let & impeach 
mentto the quiet courſe, & plenriful trades ofthe Spanith na« 
tion, whoin my weake iudgement vy ſuch a war wcre as cafily 
indaungered and brought trom his powertulnes,as any prince 
in Europe, if it be conſidered from how many kingdoms and 
nations his reuenews are gathered,and thoſe ſo weake in their 
owne bcings, and ſo farre jeuered from muruall ſuccor, Bur 
becauſcluch a preparation & reſolution is not ro be hoped for 
in haſt, and that the time which our enimies embrace,cannot 
be had againe to aduantage,I will hope that theſe prouinces, 
and that Empyre now by me diſcouecred ſhall ſuffice to inable 
her maieſty,and the whole kingdome, with no lefſe quanti- 
ties of treaſure,then the king of Spaync hath in all the Indies, 
ealt and weſt, which he poſſeſſeth, which if the ſame be con-

From thence we coaſted 
by the Gran Canaria, and ſo to Tererife, and ſtayed there 
for the Lyons whelpe your Lordſhips ſhip , and ſofor 
Captain Amys Preſton &the reſt : Bur when after 7, or 
8. daies we found them not, wee departed and direed 
our courſe for Trinedado with mine owne ſhippe, anda 
ſmal barke of Captaine Croſes onely ( forwe had be- 
fore loſt ſight of a ſmal Gallego on the coaſt of Spayne, 
which came with vs from P/lymmonth: ) weearriucd at 
Trinedado the 23, of March, caſting ancour' at pointe 
Curiapan,which the Spaniards cal punto de Gallo,which 
is ſituate in 8. degrees or there abouts: we abode there 
4.0r 5. daics, andinallthattimewe came notto the, 
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{peach ofany Indian or Spaniard : on the coaſt we ſaw 
a fire, as we ſailed from the point Caras towards Crria- 
p4», but tor feare of the Spaniards , none durſt come 
to ſpeake with vs. I my ſelfte coaſted in my barge 
cloſe aborde the ſhore and landed in euery Coue, the 
better to know the Iland,while the ſhips kept the cha» 
nell, From Cmriapan after a ewe daies we turned vp 
Northcaſt to recouer that place which the Spaniardes 
call puerto ae los FHiſpamoles, and the inhabitants C 00 GH0- 
rabia, and as before ( reuiQualing my borge) I leftthe 
ſhippes and kept by the ſhore, the better to come to 
ſpeach with ſome of the inhabirantes, and alſo ro vn- 
derſtand the rivers, watring places and portes of the 
Iland which ( as itis rudely done ) my purpoſe is to 
ſend your Lordſhip after a fewe daies. From Cariapar 
I came to a port & ſcat of Indians called Parico where 
we founde a freſh-water riuer , butſawe no people. 
From thence I rowed to another porte , called by 
the naturals Piche, and by the Spaniardes Tierra de 
Brea : In the way berweene both were diuers little 
brookes of freſhwater & one ſalt riuer that had ſtore 
of oiſters vpon the branches of the trees,and were ve- 
ry ſalt & well taſted, Al their oiſters grow vpon thoſe 
boughs and ſpraies,and nor on the ground: the likeis 
commonly ſecne in the Veſt Indies and elſe where. 
This tree is deſcribed by Andrewe Thewet in his french 
Antartiqua , and the forme figured in the booke 
as a plante verie ſtraunge , and by Plnie in his 
X1t. booke of his natural! hiſtorie , Bur in this 


Iande , alſo in Guiana there are veric manie of 


them, 
As this point called Tierra de Brea or Piche there is 
that 
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that abundance of ſtone pitch, tha:all the ſhips of the 
world may be therewith loden fromthence , and wee 
madetriall of it in trimming our ſhips to be moſt ex- 
cellent good , and melceth not with the ſunne as the 
pitch of Norway, and therefore for (hips trading the 
ſouth partes very profitable, Fromthence we went to 
the mountaine foote called Annaperime,and fo paſſing 
the riuer Caroze On whichthe ſpaniſh Citie was ſeated, 
we met with our (hips at puerto de los Hiſpartoles Or Con- 
querabia. 

This Illand of Trinedado hath the forme of a ſheep - 
hooke, and is but narrow,the north part is very moun- 
reynous,the ſoyleis very excellentand wil beare ſuger, 
ginger,or any other commodity that the Indies yeeld- 
It hath ſtore of deare,wilde porkes, fruts,fiſh andfowle: 
It hath al ſo for breade ſufficient Iſa, Caſſaws, and of 
thoſe rootes & fruits which are common cuerywhere 
in the welt 7»4ies, It hath divers beaſtes,which the 7»- 
dies haue nor:theſpaniards coteſled that they founde, 
grains of gold in ſome of the riuers, but they hauing a 
purpoſe tocnter Guiana (the Magazin of all rich mets 
tels)cared not to ſpend time in the ſearch thereof any 
farther, This 7/a»4 is called by the people therof Cairr, 
and in it are diuers nations: thoſe about Parico are cal- 
led / ao, thoſe at Pro Caraoare of the Arwacas,and be- 
tweeene Carao & Curiadan they arecalled Saluaior', be- 
wweene Caras and Panto Gallera are the Nepoios ,& thoſe 
about the ſpaniſh city tearme themſelues Carmepags- 
tos: Ofthereſt of the nations, and of other portes and 
riuersd leaue to ſpeake heere ,beeing impertinent to 
miy purpoſe, and meane to deſcribe them as they 
are ſituate in the particular plot and 211” 
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of the Iland, three partes whereof I coaſted with my 
barge , thatI mightthe vetrer deſcribe ir, 

Meeting with the (hips at puerto de los Hiſtanioles , we 
founde atthe landing place a company of Spaniardes 
who kepta gardatthe defcente, and they offering a 
ſigne of peace I ſent captaine #hiddon to ſpeake with 
them,whom afterward to my great griefe 1 lett buried 
in the ſaid Iland after my returne from Guiana becing 
a man moſt honeſt and valiant . The Spamiardes ſce- 
med to be deſirous to trade with vs , and ro enter into 
tearms of peace, more for doubt of their own ſtrength 
chen for ought elle, and in the ende vpon pledge,ſome 
of them came abroad: the ſame eucning there ſtale 
alſo abord vs in a ſmall Caroatwo Indians , the one of 
them being a Ca/que or Lord of rhe people called Can- 
tyman, who had the yeare before beene with Captaine 
Whidden, and was of his acquaintance- By this Canty- 
wan, wee vnderſtoud what ſtrength the Spanyardes 
had, how fatre it was tothe Citic, and of Der Antho« 
»io de Berreothe goucrnour, who was Jaid tobe ſlaine 
inthe ſecondattempt of Guiana , but was not, 

While weremained at puerto de los Hiſpanioles lome 
Spaniardes came aborde vs to buy lynnen of the com- 
pany, and ſuch other thinges as they wanted, bur alſo 
to view our ſhippes and company , all which I enter» 
tained kindly and feaſted after our manner , by meanes 
whereof I learned of one and another as much ofthe 
eſtate of Guiene as I could, or as they knew,for thoſe 
poore ſouldiers hauing beene many yeares without 
wine, a fewedraughtes madethem merry , in which 
mood they vauntedof Gmiara and ofthe riches thereof, 
andallwhatthey knew of the waics and pelagany | 
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ſelfe ſeeming to purpole nothing leſſe then the ente- 
rance or diſcouerie thereof, but bred in them an opi- 
nion that | was bound only for the relicte of thole en- 
gliſh,which [ had plainted in YVirginia, whereof the 
brute was come among them,which I had pertormed 
in my returne it extremity of weather had not for(t 
me from the ſaid coaſt, 

I found occaſions of ſtaying in this place for two 
cauſes:the one was to be reuenged of Berreo,whothe 
yeare before berraicd 8, of Captaine hiddons men ,& 
tooke them while he departed fromthem to ſecke the 
E Bonanenture which arriued at Trinedadothe day be- 
fore from the Eaſt 7»4e::in whoſe abſence Berreo ſent 
a Canoa abord the pinnace only with [»4ians & dogs 
inuiting the company to go with them intothe wods 
to kil a dear, who like wiſe men inthe abſence of their 
Captaine followed the 7ndians but were no ſooner one 
harquebuſh ſhot from the ſhore,but Berreos ſouldiers 
lying in ambuſh had them al,notwithſtanding that he 
had giuen his worde to Captaine 1hiddon that they 
ſhould take water and wood fafely:the other cauſe of 
my ſtay was, for that by diſcourſe with the Sparyaras I 
dayly learned more and more of Gziana, of the riuers 
and paſſages, and of the enterprize of Berreo, by what 
meancs or fault he failed,and how he meantrto proſe- 
curethe lame. 

While we thus ſpent the time I was aſſured by ano- 
ther Ca/ſque of the north ſide of the land, that Berres 
had ſent to Marguerite & to Cumana for ſouldiers mea- 
_ to haue giuen me a Caſa4o at parting,ifit had bin 
poſſible. For although he had giuen order through al 


the Lland that no 7nd, ſhould come aboard to trade 
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with me vpon paineof hanging and quartering, (ha- 
uing executed two ofthem tor the ſawe which 1 after 
wardes found) yet euerie night rhere came ſome with 
moſt lamEtable complaints of his cruelty, how he had 
deutdedthe land &giuento cuery ſoldier a part,that 
he made the ancient Caſiqgzsi which were Lords of the 
countrie to be their ſlaucs,that he keptthem in chains 
& dropped their naked bodies with burning bacon,8& 
{uch other torments,which I found afterwards to bee 
true:forin the citic after I entred the ſame,there were 
5.0t the Lords orlittle kings(which they call Caſigns 
inthe welt Indies)in one ; 6p almoſt dead of tamin 
& waſted with rorments: theſe are called in their own 
lenguage Acarwara, and nowe of late ſince Engliſh, 
French, & Spanith are come among them, they call 
themſelues Capitares, becaule they perceiue thatthe 
chicteſtot euery ſhip is called by that name, Thoſe 5. 
Capitaines in the chaine were called Fannawanare ,Car- 
roaori, Maquarima:T arroopanama,& Aterima,SOas both 
ro be reuenged ofthe former wrong, as alſo conſide- 
ring thatto enter Gu1ana by ſmall boats,to depart 400 
or 500, miles from my ſhips,and to leaue agarriſon in 
my backe interreſled inthe ſame enterprize, who alſo 
daily expeed ſupplies out of Spaine, I ſhould haue 
ſauored very much ofthe Aſſe: and therefore taking a 
timeof much aduatage,l fer vpon the Corp du guard in 
the cucning, and having putthem tothe word, lent 
Captain (aſfie/d onwards with 60. ſoldiers,8& my ſelfe 
followed with 40.-more & ſo toke ther new city which 
they called S. 7oſeph,by breake of day :they abodenot 
any fight after a few ſhot, & al being diſmiſſed but on 
ly Berreo & his companion, I brought the with me a- 
bord,

bord,aiid at the inſtance of the Indians, ſet their new 
Citic of S./o/ephs on fire, 

The ſame day arrined Capraine George Gifford with 
your Lordihips ſhip, 8 Capraine Keym# whom 7 loſt 
on the coalt of Spayne, with the Ga/lego,and in them 
diuers Gent, and others,which to our little army was 
a great comfort and ſupply. 

We then haſtened away towards our purpoſed dil- 
Ccouerie, & firſt | called all the Capraines of the lland 
togetherthat were enemics tothe Spaniards, for ther 
were ſom which Beryes had broght out of other coun. 
tries, & planted there to cat out & waſt thoſe that wer 
natural ofrheplace,8& by my Indian interpreter,which 
I caried out of England,l made them vnderſtand that 
I wasthe ſeruant of a Queene,who wasthe great Ca/- 
g#e of the North,and a virgin, and had more Caſqus 
vnder her then there were trees in that //a-a: that ſhee 
was an enemy tothe Caſtelaniin reſpe& of their tyran- 
ny and oppreſſion and that ſhe delivered all ſuch na« 
tions about her,as were by them oppreſſed, & hauing 
freed al the coaſt ofthenorthen world from their ſer. 
uitude had ſent me to free them alſo& with all ro de- 
fend the countrey of G#iana from their inuaſton and 
conqueſt, 7 ſhewed them her maiecſties piture which 
they ſo admired and honoured,as it had beene eaſ1 to 
haue brought them 7dolatrous thereof. + 

Thelike & amore large diſcourſe /madetotherelt 
ofthe natios both in mypaſling to Gian, &to thoſe 
ofthe borders,ſo as in that part of the world hir maie 
ſty is very famous and admirable, whom they now cal 
Exrabeta C aſſpuna Aquerewana, which is as much as 


Elizabeth\the great princeſle or greateſt commander, 
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This done wee left pmerro de los Hiſpanioles,, and re- 
turned to C uriapan » an d hauing Berreo my priſo- 
nour / gathered from him as much of Gaza as hee 
knewe. 

This Berreo is a gent, well deſcended, and had long 
ſerucd the Spaniſh king in Aillan, Naples, the lowe 
Countries and elſewhere, verie valiant & liberal, and 
a Gent. of great aſſurednes, and of great heart : 1 v- 
{cd him according to his eſtate and worth in al things 
I could,according to the ſmall meanes I had, 

I ſent Captain Whidden the yeare before to get what 
knowledge he could of Guiana, and the end of my ior- 
ney at thisrime wasto diſcouer & enter the ſame, but 
my intelligence was farre from trueth, forthe country 
is fituate aboue 600. Engliſh miles further from the 
ſca,then I was made belecueit had been,which after. 
ward vnder{tanding to be true by Berreo,[I kept it from 
the knowledge of my companie, who elſe woulde 
neuer haue beenebrought to atremptthe ſame , of 
which 600. miles I paſſed 4o00.leauing my ſhippes ſo 
farre from me at ancor inthe ſea, which was more of 
deſire to performe thar diſcouery,then of reaſo,cſpe- 
cially bauing ſuch poore & weake veſlels totranſport 
our {clues in;tor in the bottom of an old Galego which 
I cauſedto be faſhionedlike a Galley,& in one barge, 
two wherries,and a ſhip bote of the Lions whelpe,we 
caried 100,perſons and their vicuals for a monetkrin 
theſame;bcing al driuentolie in the raine & weather, 
in the open aire,in the burning ſun, &vpon the hard 
bords,and to dreſſe our meate,and to cary al maner of 
furniture in them, wherewith they were ſo peſtred & 
valauery,that what with victualls being moſt fiſh, 
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with the weg clothes of fo many men thruſt 
and the heate of the ſunne., I will vadertake there was 
neuer any prilon in England , that coulde be founde 
m ore vntauory and lathſome, eſpeciallyro my felfe , 
who had far many yeares before beenedieted and ca- 
red for inaſorst farre more differing, 

If Captaine Pre/o» had not beene perfwaded thathe 
ſhould hauc come ro0 late to Trinedadsto haue found 
vs there ( for themoneth was expired which I promi- 
ſcdto tary for him there ere he could recouer the coaſt 
of Spayac)bhuthatithad pleaſed Godhe might haue 
ioyned with vs,and that we had entred the countrey 
but ſome ten daies {aonerere the riuers were ouerflow 
en,we had aduentured either to hauegone to the great 
City of CA64n94,orat leaſtraken ſomanyofche other 
Cities and townes neerer at hand,as would haue ma1c 
aroyall returne: butit pleaſed not God fa mach to fa- 
uour meatthis time: it it (nalbe my lot ro proſecute 
the ſame, I ſhall willin2(y ſpend my life therein, and if 
any clſc ſhalbe enabi-dthereunto, and conquere the 
ſame, I aſſure hin thus much, he ſhall performe more 
then cuer was donein Mexico by Cortes, Or in Peru by 
Paraco,whereofthe one conquered the Empyreof Mu 
rexumagthe other of Guaſcear,and Arabalips,and whatlo 
euer Prince (hall poſſefle it,that Prince ſhall be Lorde 
of more gold,and of a more beautifult Empire , and 
of more Cities and people, then eyther the kinge of 
Spayne, or the. great Turke, 

But becauſe there may arife many doubres, and 
howthis Empyre of Gaiaxs is becone fo populous , 
andadorned with ſo many greate Cities , Townes, 
Temples , and treaſures, I thought good to make it 
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knowen, thatthe Emperor now raigning is deſcended 
from thoſe magnificent Princes of Pers of whoſe large 
territories, of whole pollicies, conqueſts,edifices, and 
riches Pedrode Cieza, Franciſco Lopez, and others haue 
written large diſcourſes: for when Franciſco Pacaro,Dr- 
ego Almagro and others conquered theſaid Empyre of 
Peru,and had put to death Arabalipa lonne to Gnayna- 
capa,which Arabalipa had formerly cauſed his eldeſt 
brother Gmaſcar to beilaine , one ofthe yonger ſonnes 
of Guaynacapa fled out of Pers , and tooke with him 
many thouſandes of thoſe ſouldiers of the Empyre 
called Oreiones,and with thoſe and many others which 
followed him,he vanquiſhed al that traQ and valley of 
America which is fituate berweene the greate tiuer of 
Amazones,and Baraquan, otherwiſe called Orenoke and 
CM aranion, 
The Empyre of Guiana is Cireftly eaſt from Per 
towards the ſea, and lieth vnder the EquinoGtial| line, 
and it hath more abundance of Golde then any parte 
of Pers, and as many or moe greate Citics then cuer 
Peru had when it flouriſN1ed moſt: it is gouerned by the 
ſame lawes , and the Emperour and people obſerue 
the ſame religion,and the ſame forme and pollicies in 
goucrnment as was vſed in Per» .not differing in any 
pait: and as.l hauc beene aſſured by ſuch of the Spany- 
ardes as haue ſeene Manoatheimperiall Citic of Gui- 
a4, whichthe Sparyards cal E! Dorade,that for the great 
nes,forthe riches,and for the excellent fſeate , it farre 
exceedeth any ofthe world ,atleaſt of fomuchof the 
world as is knowen to the ſpaniſh nation: itis founded 
vpon alake of falt water of 200.leagues long like vnto 
mare caſpiv. And if we compate ito that of Per»,& _ 
ca 
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cead the report of Franciſco Lopez, & others,it wil ſeem 
morethen credible,and becauſe we may iudge ofthe 
one by the other, I thought good to inſert part of the 
120, chapter of Lopez in his general hiſtorie of the 1»- 
des wherin he deſcribeth rhe coutt arid magnificence 
of Guynacape, aunceſtor to the Emperour of Guiana.

cour.trey,wherof he had not the counter{catin gold: 
Yea and they fay, The /nga: hada garden of pleafure 


in an 1land neere Pane, whete they went to recreate 
themſclues,when they would rake the ayre ofthe ſea, 
which bad all kind of garden hearbes, flowers &rtrees 
of Goldand filuer, aninuention, & magnificenceril 
thenneuer ſeene,, Beſides all this, hee had an infinire 
quantity of filuer and gold vawrought in Cazco which 
was loſt by che death of Gaſcar, forthe Indians hid 
it, {ecing that the Spaniardstooke it, and fent it into

And inthe rt7. Chapter Franciſco Picarro cauſed the 
Goulde and Siluer ct 4t«belips to bee weyed, after 
hee had taken it, which Lopez ſetterh downe intheſe 
wordes following,

PR conſider the many millions which are ae 
ought out of Pers into ſpaine, wee may eaſclic be- 
lecuethe fame, for wee finde that en abundant 
treaſure of that countrey , the Spaniſh King _ 
allthe Princes of Europe, and is become in a fewe 
yeares from a poore king of Caſtile the greateſt mo» 
narke of this of the worlde, and likelie euerie 
day to increaſe,ifother Princes forſloe the OC-

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the reſt, which by farre exceederth ull che reſt -it his 
denowe indanger vs, hee will then bee varetiſta- 
le. Such of the Spanyardes as afterwarde endeuou- 
redthe coaquel} thereof ( wheteof there haue beene 
manie as ſhall bee declared hereafter ) chought that 
this 7=94,(of whomethis urnow liuing is del- 
cended)rooke his way by the riuer Amazons, by that 
braunch which is called P apameene, for by that way fol- 
lowed Orelia nv (by the commandement of the Mar- 
is Pacarro in theyeare154 2. whoſename theriuer 
alſo beareth this day,which is alſo by others called Ha 
ragnoz,alrhogh Audrew Thewer doth affirm that betwen 
Alaragzon and Amazomerthere are 120. leagues : bur 
{ureiris thatthoſe rivers haue one head & beginning, 
andthe Maragmen which Thener deſcribeth is but a 
braunch of Amazoner,or Oreliane,of which 1 wil ſpeake 
morein another place, It was alſo attempted by 
Diego Ordace, but whether before Orelranvo or after 1 
knowe not : but it is nowelittle leſſe rhen 70, yeares 
fince ghar Ordace aknight of the order of Saint Tago 
attetmpred the ſame: and it was in the yearet5 42, that 
Orekano dilcoucred the river of Amazoves; but the firlt 
that ever ſawe Alana was Tohannes Martine: mailter 
ofthe munition to Ordate, At a port called ©s- 
___ in Gra there lieth at this day a greateancot 
Ordaces (hippe, and this porte is ſome 300, miles 
within the _ yponthe grear riuer of Oronegue, 
Ireſted atthis porte fowre dajes, twentie dayes af- 
ter /left the ſhippes at Curiapmw, The relation of this 


Maurrinex(who was the firſt that diſcouered Mama )his 
luccefle &cndis tobe ſceneinthe Chancery of $iat 
Enxn de puerte rixe, whereof Berreo had acopie, which 
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appeared to be the greateſt incouragement as well to 
Berree as to others that formerly attempted the diſ- 
couerie & conqueſt, Oreliaxo after he failed of the dil- 
couery of Gwiana,by the laid river of Amazone:,paſled 
into Spaine, and there obtained a pattenot the king 
for the inuaſton and conqueſt, but died by ſea about 
the landes , and his fleete ſeuered by rempelt, the 
action for that time proceeded not. Diego Ordace 
tollowed the enterprize , and departed Spaine with 
600,{oldiers, and thirtic horſe , who arriuing on the 
coalt of Guiana y Was {laincina murinie with the moſt 
part of {uch as tauoured him, as alſo of the rebellious 
part,inſo much as his ſhips periſhed,8& fewe or none 
returned, neither was it certeinly knowen what be» 
came of the {aide Ordace, vntill Berreo found the ancor 

of his ſhip in che riuer of Orenoque : but it was ſup 
ſed,& loit isvritten by Lopez that he periſhed on the 
ſeas,andof other writers diuerſly cocciued &repor 
red, And heereot it came that Aſartine: entred fo farre 
within the Land and ariueq atthat Citie of /»gathe 
Emperour, for it chanced that while Ordace with his 
army reſted atthe port of Moreguito (who was either 
the firſt or ſecond that attempted Gaiane)by ſom neg» 
ligence,the whol ſtore of powder provided for the ſer- 
uice,was ſet on fire,8&; Martme: hauing the chet charg 
was condemned by the general Ordaceto be executed 
forthwith: Aſartines being much fauoured by the ſol- 
diers had althe mcan poſlble procured for his life,but 
ir could notbe obtaiged in other ſort then this. That 
he ſhuld be ſet into a Canes alone without any viual 
onely with his armes,and {o turnd looſe intothe great 
river: butit pleaſed God that the. Cauoa was —_ 
=? owne 
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downethe ſtreame, & that certain of the Gurania;zs met 
itthe ſame euening,& hauing not at any time ſene any 
Chriſtian, or any man of chat colour , they caricd 
CAMartnes intothe landto bewondred at, and ſofrom 


towne to towne, vntill he came to thegreate Citic of 


Manoa, the leate and reſidence of Inga the Emperor. 
The Emperor atter he had beheld him, knewe bim to 


be a Chriſtian ( for it was not long before that his bre- | 


thren Guaſcar and Arabalipa were vanquiſhed by the 
Spaniardes in Pers) and cauſed him to be lodgedin his 
pallace, and well entertained: hgliued 7, moneths in 
Manea,but notiuffered ro wander into the country 
any where: hee was alſo brought thither all the waic 
blindfield, led by the Indians votill he came to the 
entrance of Aſano it ſelfe , and was 14.0r 15. daies iti 
the paſſage : he auowed at his death that he entred the 
City at Noon,and then they vncouered his face,& that 
he travelled all that day till nightthorow the City,and 
che next day from ſun ifing to ſun ſetting,cre he came 
to the Pallace of 7 nga. Afterthat CM artynes had liued 7, 
moneths in Manea, and began to vnderſtand the Jan- 
guage of the country, /»g4 asked him whether he deft- 
redto returne into his one countrey,or would willing- 
| ly abide with him: but Martynesnot deſirous ro ſtay, ob 
tained the tauour of 11g to depart,with whom heſent 
diuers Guianians to condutt him to the riuer of Orens- 
que all loden with as much golde as they could carrie, 
which he gaueto Martyn arhis departure: but whert 
hewas arriuedneere the rivers fidetheborderers which 
are called Orenoquepori robbed him and his Guiana»: of 
all the treaſute(the borderers beeing at that time at 


warres which'7»ga,had not conquered ) ſaue onely. of 
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wo gret bartels of gords,which were filled with beads 
of GolCce curiouſly wrought,which thoſe Orenequeponi 
thought had bin no other thing than his drink or meat 
or graine tor food with which CMartyrec had libertyto 
patle, andſo in Canoar he tell down fram the riuer of 0- 
rYenogue tO T rimedado and tromthenceto LM arguerit a, & 
{o t0 Saint Inan de puerto rico , wherc remaining alon 
time for paſſage into Spayne hedied, In the time of his 
cxtreeme {ickneſle, and when he was without 
of life, receiuing the Sacrament at the handes of his 
Confeſlor, he delivered theſe things, with the relation 
of his traucls,and alſo called for his Culabaze or 

of the gold beads which he gaueto the Church &fri- 
ers to be praied for. This Martynes was he thatchriſt- 
nedthe citie of Manoa, by the name of E/ Darede,and 
as Berreo informed me vpon this occaſion. Thole Gaia- 
ans and alſo the borderers , andall other inthat ra 
which haue ſcene are marucilous great drunkards,in 
which vice Ithinke nonationcan compare withthem, 
and at the times of their ſolemne feaſtes whenthe. Em- 
pecor carowſeth with his Caprains,tributarics,andgo- 
uernours,the manner is thus. Althoſe that pledge him 
are fix{t ſtripped naked, & their bodies annointed all 0+ 
uer witha kinde of white B{/amm: by them called Cur- 
c44) of which there is great plenty and yer very deare a» 
mongſt them, and itis of all otherthe moſt pretious, 
whereof we haue had goodexpericnce-whenthey are 

annainted all ouer , certainc ſeruants.of.ghe —_— 
haying prepared gold made.into fine paw der blovie 
throw holow canes vp0 their vaked bodies, vatil they 
be all ſhining from the foote to the head, & inthis ſort 
they ſit drinking by twenties & hundreds and continue 
| in 
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in drunkennes ſometimes fix or ſeuendaies together: 
the ſame is alſo confirmed by a letter written mto 
Spaine which was intercepted , which maſter Robey: 
Dudley cold me he had ſecne, Vpon this ſight, and tor 
the abundance of gold which he ſawe in thecitic, the 
Images of Goldin rheir Temples, the plates, armors, 
and (hieldes of gold which they vie in the wars,he cal- 
led ic E! Dorado, Afﬀeer Oreliaro who was employed by 
| Pacaro afterwards Marques Pacaro CONnquEror and g0- 
uernour of Pers, and the death of Ordace and Martynes 
one Pedro de Oſua, a knight of Nawarre attempted Gui + 
ana ,taking his way from Pers, and built his brigan- 
dines vpon a riuer called Oia , which rifeth to the 
ſouthward of Quinte, andis verie greate : this riuer fal- 
leth into Amazones, by which Oſ#4 with his compa- 
nies deſcended,and came out of that Prouince which 
is called IMntylores : and itfeemeth to me thar this 
Empyre is relerued for her Maieſtie and the Eng/iÞ na» 
tion, y reaſon of the hard ſuccefle which all theſe and 
other Spaniards found in attempting the ſame, wher- 
of I will ſpeake bricfely , though impertinent in ſome 
ſort to my purpoſe. This Pedrode Oſua had among his 
troupes at Biſcay» called Agiri, a man meanely borne, 
& bare no other office than a Surgeantor Alferes: but 
ater certaine raonths,when the ſoldiers were gricued 
with trauels and conſumed with famine, and . 2 no 
entrance could be found by the branches or bodie of 
Amazones, this Agirirailed amuteny , of which hee 
made himſelfe the head , and fo preuailed as hee put 
O/#a to che {word,and all his followers,taking on him 
the whole charge and commaundement with a pur- 
pole not only to make himſelfe Emperor of Ls , 
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but all of Per»,and of all that fide ofthe weſt Indies: he 

had of his partie ſeuen hundred ſoldiers, and of thoſe 
many promiſed to draw in other captains and compa- 

nies to deliuer vp townes and forts in Pers, but neither 
finding by the {aid riuer any paſſage into Guia»a , nor 

any poſſibilitic to retucne towards Pers by the ſame 

Amazones by reaſon that the deſcent of the river made 

ſo greata currant , he was inforced to deſemboque at 
the mouth of the ſaid Amazones, which cannot beleſle 
than athouſand leagues from the place where they ime 
barqued : from thence he coaſted the land ill he arri- 
uedat I arguerita tO the North of Mompater, which 
is atthe day called Pwerto de Tyranno , tor thathe there 
ſluc Don Inar devilla Andreda,goucrnour of Aargue- 
rita, who was father to Don Inan Sermiento POUCTNOT of 
HMarguerita when Sir Tohn Burgh landed there, and at- 
tempted the Iland Agiri put to the ſword all others in 
the Iland that refuſed ro be of his partie , and tooke 
with him certaine Cemerenes , and other deſperate 
companions: Fromtkence he went to Cumara , and 
there ſlewe the Gouernour, & dealt in all as at ar- 


everita: he ſpoiled allthe coaſt of Caraces, andthe pro« , 


uince of YVenſxe/lo,and of Rio de hache, and as Iremem- 
ber it was the ſame yeere Sir 7-h» Hawkins ſailed ro 
Saint Tnande Lua in the Teſws of Lubeck,, for himſelfe 
rolde me that he met with ſuch a one vpon the coaſt 
that rebelled,and had failed downe all the river of A- 
mazones, Agiri from hence landed about Sanita Mar- 


ra,and ſacked it alſo,putring to death ſo many as refu- 


ſed to be his followers, purpoling to invade Nweno rey = 
0 de Granada,zand tolack Pampelone , CM rrida,Lagrita, 


Tmnia & thereſt of the cities of Nueno reygn0, and from 
| thence 
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thence againe to enter Pers : but ina fightin the ſaide 


Nuens rexgno he was ouerthrown,& finding no way to 


eſcape,he firſt put tothe ſword his own children, fore- 
telling them that they ſhould notliueto be detamed 
or opbraid by the Spaniard: atter his death,who would 
haue tearmed them the children of a Traytor or Tyrant, 
and chat ſtchence he could not make them Princes he 
woulde yet deliver them from ſhame and reproch: 
Theſe were the ends and tragedies of Orehano,Ordace, 
Oſur, AH artynes and 4 giri, 

After theſe followed /eronmme Ortal de S eragoſa with 
130,ſoldiers, who failing his entrance by ſea was caſt 
with the currant on the coalt of Paria, and peopled 
about S:Niguellde Newrri, It was then attempted by 
Don Pedro de ſ1lna a P ortugues of the familic of Rigomes 
de ſy1na and by the'tauour which Rigomes had with che 
king he was {ctout, but he allo ſhot wide of the mark, 
for being departed from Spain with his flcete, he en- 
tred by Aaragnon or Amazoner,where by the nations 
of the riuer, and by the Am4zones he was vtterly ouer- 
throwen, and himſclfe and all his armie defeated,on- 
ly ſeauen eſcaped,and of thoſe but tworeturned,. 

After him came Pedro Hernandez de Serpa, and lan- 
ded at Cymanain the YVef Indiestaking his iourney by 
land towardes Orenoque , which may bee {ome 120: 
leagues, but ere hee cameto the borders ofthe ſaide 
river, hee was ſet vpon by a nation of Indians called 
wikiri, and ouerthrowen in ſort, that of 300, ſoldiers, 
horſe men, many Indians , and Negreer, there returned 
but 18: others affirm that he was defeated inthe verie 
entrance of Gxiana,at the firſt ciuill cowne of the Em- 
Pire called Macyregwari, Captaine Preſes in taking 
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S.lagode Leon (which was by him and his companies 
very reſolutely performed, being a great towne, and 
far within the land) held a gentleman priſoner who 
died in his ſhip,that was one of the companie of Her- 
randez de Serpa, and faued among thoſe that eſcaped, 
who witneſled what opinion is helde among the Spa- 
»1ards there abouts of the great riches of Gwiana,and 
El Dorado the Citie of Inga. Another Spaniand was 
brought aboord me by captaine Preſton,who told mee 
in the hearing ofhimſelte and divers other gentle. 
men, that he met with Berreos Campmaſter at Cara- 
ca;,when he came from the borders of Guiana, & thar 
heſaw with him fortic of moſt pure plates of golde 
curiouſly wrought, and ſwords of Gia»a decked and 
inlaid with 2old, , feathers garniſhed with golde, and 

diuers rarities which he carried to the Span king, 
After Hernandez de Serpa it was vndertaken by the 
Adelantado, Don Gonzales Cemenes de Caſada, who was 
One of the chicfeſt in the conqueſt of Nuenuo reygno, 
whole daughter & heire Don Anthonio de Berreo marti- 
cd:Gonzales ſought the paſſage alſo by the riuer called 
Pampamene,vhich riſeth by Q ito in Pers, and runneth 
ſoutheaſt x00. leagues, & then falleth into Amazores, 
but he alſo failing the entrice,returned with theloſle 
of much labourand coſt: I rooke one captaine George 
a Spaniard that followed Gonzales in this enterpriſe, 
Gonzales gauc his daughter to Berreo taking his oth & 
honor,to followthe enterpriſe to the Jaſt of his ſub- 
ſtance & life ,who ſince as he hath ſwome ro me hath 
ſpent 300000,ducates in the {ame,8& yetneuer could 
cater ſo {arre intothe land as my ſelte with that poor 
troupe orrather ahandful of men, being in all about 
| 100, 
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100,gentlemen, foldiers,rowers,bote-keepers,boies, 
and of all ſortes: neither could anie of the forepaſled 
vndertakers,nor Berreo himſelte difcouer the country, 
till nowe latelie by conterence with an auncient kinge 
called Carapana hee gotthe true light thereot:for Ber- 
reocame aboue r500.miles, ere he vnder{tood ought, 
orcould finde any paſlage or enterance into any part 
thereof,yethe had experience of all thoſe forenamed 
and diucrs others, and was per{waded of their errors 
' and miſtakings.Berreoſoughtit by the riuer Caſſarar, 
which tfalleth into a great riuer called ? 2to,Pato falleth 
into Meta, and Aeta into Baraquan, which is alſo 
called Orenaque, ; 

Hetooke his journey from Nene reygro de Granada 
where he dwelt, hauin £ inheritance of Gonzales Ce- 
menes in thoſe parts;he was followed with 700,horſe 
he draue with him to00, head of cattell, hee had alſo 
many women, Indians and flaues, How all theſe riuers 
crofle and encounter ,how the countrie lyeth and is 
bordred, the paſſage of Cemenes, and of Berreo, mine 
owne diſcouerie,and the way that I entred, with all 
the reſt of the nations and riuers,your Lordſhip ſhall 
receiue in alarge Chart or Map,which I haue not yer 
finiſhed,and which I ſhal moſt humbly pray your Lo, 
to ſecret, and not to ſuffer it topaſle your own hands: 
for by a draught thereof all may bee preuented by 
other nations, ForI know it is this very yeere ſought 
by the French : although by the way that they nowe 
take,l feare itnot much.lt was allo tolde me ere I de- 
parted England,that /iliers the Admirall was in pre- 
paration for the planting of Amazores, to which river 


the French haue made diuers voyages, and returned 
much 
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much gold and other rarities. I ſpeak with a captaine 
ofa French ſhip that came from thence, his ſhip ri- 
ding in Falmouth, the ſame ycere that my ſhips came 
firit from Virginia, 

There was another this yeere in He!ford that alſo 
camefrom thence,and had beene t4. moneths at an 
Qnccr In Amozones, which were both very rich, Al- 
though as I am perſwaded Gaiava cannot becentred 
that wn. ,yetno doubr the trade of gold from thence 
paſſcth by branches of riuersintothe riuer of Amazo- 


»es,and ſo it doth on cuery hand farre from the coun. 


trey it {clfe, for thoſe /ndians of Trevedado haue plates 
of gold from G#iana, and thoſe Canibals of Domnica 
which dwell in the Ilands by which our ſhips paſle 
yeerly to the eſt Indies,allo the Indiis of Paria,thoſe 
indians called Twxcars, Chochi, Apotomios,Cumanagotor, 
and all thoſe other nations inhabitivg aere aboutthe 
mountaines that run from Paria thorow the Prouince 
oft Y, enſuello, andin 1 aracapana and the Canibals of 
Guanipa,the Indians called Aſawai,Coaca, Aiai,and the 
reſtall which ſhall be deſcribed in my deſcription as 
they are ſituate) haue plates of gold of Gxiana, And vp 
on the riuer of Amazones Thenet writeth that the peo- 
ple were Croiſaxts of gold, for of thatform the Guiani- 
a5 moſt commonly make them : So as from Dominica 
to Amnzones which is aboue 250.leagues,all the chicf 
Indians in al parts weare of thoſe plates of Guiaza,Vn- 
doubredly thoſe that trade Amazores rerurne much 
gold,which (as is aforeſaide) commeth by trade from 
Guiana,by ſome branch of ariucr that falleth from the 
countrey into Amazorer, and cither it is by the riuer 
which paſleth by the nations called Tiſnades, or by Ca- 
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repuna. I made inquiric amongſt the moſt ancient and 
beſt trauelled of the Orenoqueponi, 8% [had kno wledge of 
all the riuers berween Orenoque and Amazones,and Was 
very deſirous to vnderſtand the trueth of thoſe warlike 
women,bicauſe of ſome it is belceued, of others not: 
And though I digreſle from my purpoſe, yet Iwill ſer 
downe what hath becne deliuered mefor trucrh of 
thoſe women, and I ſpake with a Ca/iq»e or Lorde of 
people thatrold me he had beenin the riucr, and be- 

ond it alſo, The nations of theſe women are on the 
ſouth ſide of the riuer in the prouinces of Topage, and 
their chiefeſt ſtrengths andretraicts are inthe llandes 
ſcituate on the ſouth fide of the entrance , ſome 60. 
leagues within the mouth of the ſaid river The me- 
mories of the like womcnare very ancient as well in 
Africa as in Aſia: In Africa thoſe that had Iſeduſa for 
Queens : others in Scithia neere the riuers of Taxars and 
Thermadon: we find alſo that Lampedo and eMartheſia 
were Quzeews of the Amazones: in many hiſtories they 
are verified to haue been,andin diuers ages and pro- 
uinces : But they which are notfar from Gian do ac- 
company with men but once in a yeeare , and tor the 
time of one monech, which I gather by their relation 
to bein Aprill. Arthattime all the kinges of the bor- 
ders aſſemble,and the Queenes ofthe Amazores, and 
after the Queens hauc choſen ,thereſt caſt lottes for 
their Valentines, This one moneth, they fealt,dance,& 
drinke oftheir wines in abundance, & the Moone be- 
ing done,they all departto their owne prouinces. It 
they conceiue, and be deliueredof a ſonne , they re» 


turne himto the father,if of a daughter they nourithe 


it,and retaine it, and as many as haue daughters ſence 


vnto.

vnto the begetters apreſent, all being defirous to in- 
creaſe their owne ſex and kinde,but that the cut off the 
right dug of thebreſt I donor tinde to be true. It was 
farther told me,that it in che wars they rooke any pri- 
ſoners that they vied to accompany with thoſe allo at 
what time (ocuer,but inthe end for certaine they put 
them to death : for they are ſaid to be verie cruell and 
bloodthirclty,eſpecially to ſuch as offer to inuade their 
territories, Theſe Amazones hauelikewile great ſtore 
of theſe plates of Golde , whichthey recouer by ex- 
change chiefly for a kinde of greene f 

Spaniards call Piedras Hiiadas,and we vic for ſplecne 
ſtones, and forthe diſeaſe of the ſtone we alſo cſteeme 
them: ofthele I ſawe diuers in Guiana, and commonly 
cuery king or Ca/iqze hath one, which their wiues for 
the moſt part weare, and they eſteeme them as great 
iewels, 

But to returneto the enterpriſe of Berres, who(as I 
haue ſaid)departed from Nwuewo reygno with 700.horfe, 
beſides the prouiſions abouerehearſed ; he deſcended 
by the 'y YET called Caſſanar,which rieth In Neero reygno 
out of the mountaines by the citic of 7T»xia ; from 
which mountaine alſo ſpringeth Pato, both which fall 
into the great riuer of Mera, and Merariſeth from a 
mountaine ioyning to Pampelone in the ſame Nuns 
reygno de Granada : theſe as alſo Guaiare , which iſſueth 
out of the mountaines by T:mana fall all into Baraquan, 
and are but of his heads,for at their comming rogither 
they loſetheir names, and Baraquan farther downe is 
alſo rebaptized by the name of Orenogue . On the 
other {ide of the city and hils of Timana riſeth rio grande, 
which falleth intothe ſea by Sauita Aharta , By Caſ- 


ſonar 


ones, which the 
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ſonar firſt,and ſo into Mera Berreo paſſed, keeping his 
| horſemen on the bankes, where the countrie {erued 
| them for to march, and where otherwiſe he was dr1- 
uen to embarque them in botes which he builded 
| for the purpole,& fo came with the current down the 
river of Meta, and ſo into Baragran, After be entred 
that great and mightic riuer,he began daily to looſe of 
his companies both men and horle, foritis in many 

places violentlie ſwift , and hath forcible eddies, ma» 
ny ſands, and diuers [lands ſharpe pointed with rocks: 

Bur after one whole yeare, iourneying for the moſt 
parte by riuer , and thereſt by land he grewdailic to 

tewer numbers,for borh by {icknes,and by encounte- 
ring with the people of thoſe regions,through which 
he trauelled, his companies were much waſted, cſpe- 
cially by divers incounters with the Amapatans: And in 
all this time he neuer could learne of any paſlage into 


Guiana,or any newes of the ſame therot,vntil he came '£ | 
tothe farther border of the ſaid Amapaia, cight daies | i 
tourney from the riuer Care# , which was the fartheſt q 
riuer that we entred. Among thoſe of Amapaia, Griana x; 
was famous, but few of theſe people accolted Ber- ( 


reo, or would trade with himthe farſt three months of 

the ſix which he ſoiourned there , This Amapais is 

alſo marueilous rich in gold (as both Berreo conteſled, 

and thoſe of Gaiana with whome I had moſt confe- 

rence)and is ſituate vpon Orenoke alſo, In this coun- 

trey Berreo loſt 60, of his beſt foldiers, and moſt of al 4 

his horſe that remained of his former yeares trauel!: . 

but inthe end after divers encounters with thoſe nati- y [ 
ons they grew to peace , and they preſented Berreo 


with 10. [mages of fine gold among diuers other plates 
E and 
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and Croiſſarts, which as he ſware to me and diuers 0+ 
. thergentlemen were ſo curiouſly wrought, as he had 
notſcenethe like eitherjin 7raly.,Spayne,or the low coun 
tries: and he was reſolued that when they came to 
the handes of the Spaniſh king, ro whom he had ſent 
them by his Campmaſter,they would appeere very ad 
mirable, cſpecially being wrought by ſuch a vation as 
had no Iron inſtrument at all, norany of thoſe helpes 
which our gold{miths haue to worke withall, The par- 
ticular name of the people in Amepaia which gaue 
him theſe peeces arecalled Anebas, andthe river of 
Orexoque at that place is abouc 12.Englith miles brode 
which may be from his out fall intothe ſea 700, or 
8c0, miles, 

This prouince of Amapaiaisa very low anda ma- 
riſh ground neere the riuer, and by reaſon of the red 
watcr which iflucth out in ſmall branches thorow rhe 
fenny and boggie ground, there breed diuers poiſon- 
full wormes and ſerpents , andthe Spaniardsnot ſul- . 
peCting,nor in any lort foreknowing the danger were 
infected with a gricuous kind of flux by drinking ther- 
of.andeuen the very horſes poiſoned therewith: In ſo : 
much as atthe end of the ſ1x months that they abode 
there, of alltheir troups , there were not left aboue 
120, ſoldiers, and neither horſe nor cattle, For Berreo 
hoped ro haue founde Gziara by 1000, miles neerer 
than it fell outto be in the end, by menes wherofrhey 
ſuſtained much want and much hunger , oppreſſed 
with gricuous diſeaſes, and all the miſcries that could 
be imagined, [ demaunded of thoſe in Guianathat had 
trauelled 4mapaia how they liued with that tawnie or 
redwater when they trauclled thither, and they tolde- 

me 
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me that after the Sun was necre the middle of the skie 
they vicd to fill their pots and pitchers with rhatwa- 
ter,but either before that time, or towards the ſetting 
of the Sun it was dangerous ro drinke of, and in the 
night itrong poylon. I learned allo of diuers other ri- 
uers of that nature among them which were alſo 
(while the Sun was inthe Meredian)vericfafe to drink 
and in the morning, cucntng, andnight, wonderfull 
dangerousand intectiue. From this Prouince Berreo 
hafted away afloone as the Sprizg and beginning of 
Summer appeared, & ſought his entrance 0n the bor- 
ders of Oreneque on the ſouth {ide, butthere ran a 
ledge of fo high & iinpaſſible mountainesas hee was 
not able by any meanes to match ouer thE,cotinuing 
from the caſt {ca imo which Oreneqze falleth, even to 
Quirom Perremeither had he meanes to carrie vituall 
or munition ouerthole crazgie,high,and faſt hils,be- 
ing all wooddy. 2ndrhofefo thicke and ſpiny , and fo 
full of prickles,thorns, a'1d briers,as it is impoſſible ro 


creepe thorow them :hee had allo neither iriend(hip 


among the pe >ple,nor any interpreter to perſwade or 
ereate with them,and more, to his diſaduantage, the 
Caſiquiand kings of Amapara had giuen knowledge of 


his purpoſe to the Gnianazs , and that hee ſought to 
ſacke and conquerthe Empire, forthe hope of their 
ſogreat abundance and quantities of gold: he paſſed 
by the mouths of raany great riuers, which fell into 
Orenoque both from the north and ſouth, which [ for- 
beare to name fortediouſneſle,and becauſe they are 
more piea(ing in deſcribing than reading. 
Berreoaftirmed that there fell and hundred rivers 


into Oreroque from the north and ſouth, whereot the 
E 2 leaſt 
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leſt was big as Kio grande, that paſſeth betweene Popa- 
yan,and Nneuo reyno de grananda( Rio grande being eſtee. 
med one of the renowned riuers in althe welt Indies: 
& numbred among the great riuers of the world: )but 
he knew not the names ofany of theſe, but Caro/ronly, 
neither from what nations they deſcended, neitherto 
what Provinces they led,tor he had no meanes to dif- 


courſe with the inhabitants at any time: neyther was 


he curious intheſe things, being viterlie vnlearned,& 
not knowing the eaſt fro the weſt. But of al theſe I got 
ſm knowledge, & of many more, partly by mine own 
trauel, &the reſt by c6ferEce,of ſom one I learned one 
ofothers the reſt;hauing with me an /ndii thatſpake 
many languages, & that of Gian naturally. I ſoughr 


outalthe aged men,& ſuch as were greateſt trauelers. 


and by the one & the otherI cameto vnderſtand the 


ſituations, the riuers (the kingdoms fromthe caſt ſea. 


to the borders of Perz, & from Orenoque ſouthward as 


far as Amazones or Maragnen,and the regions of Ma- 


ria Tambal, and ofall thekings of Prouinces and cap- 
raines of rownes & villages, how they ſtood in tearms 


of peace or war, and which were friends orenimies 
the one with the other, without which there can bee- 


neither entrance nor conqueſt in thoſe parts, norels 
where: Forby the difſention betweene Gmaſcar and 
Atabalia, Pacaro conquered Pers, and by the hatred 
that the Traxcallians bare to Alutezmma, Cortez was 
victorious ouer Mexico, without which both the one 
and the other had failed of their enterprize,and of the 
great honour andriches,which they attained vnto. 
Now Berreo began to grow into deſpaire, and lo0- 
ked forno other ſucceſſethan his predeceſſors inthis 


cntcer . 
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enterprize, vntillſuch time as he arriued atthe Pro- 
vince of Emeria towards the calt and mouth of the 
river,where he found a nation of people very tauora- 
ble,and the countrey full of all maner of vituall,The 
king of this lande is called Carapana, a man very wilc, 
ſubrill,and of great experience,being little lefle than 
100,yeares old: In his youch he was ſent by iis father 
into the Ilandlof Trinedado, by reaſon of ciuillwarre 
among themlſelues,and was bred atthe village,in that 
Iland,called Parice: atthat place in his youth hee had 
ſeene many Chriſtians both French and Spaniſh, 
f and went diuers times with the /ndians of Trine- 
dado to Marguerita & Cumanainthewelt [ndies, (for 
both thoſe places haue cuer been relecued with victu- 
all from Trinedado)by reaſon whereof he grew of more 
vnderſtanding, and noted whe difference ofthe Nati, 
ons,comparing the ſtrength and armes of his country 
with thoſe of the Chriſtians , and euer after tempori. 
zed ſo, as whoſocuer els did amiſle, or was waſted by 
contention,Carapasa kept himlſelte and his country in 
quietand plentie: hee alſo held peace with Caribas or 
Canibals his neighbors, and had free trade with all na- 
tions whatſocuer els had war, 

Berreo ſoiourned andreſted his weake troupe inthe 
towne of Carapana 1x weeks, and from him learnd the 
way and paſlage to G«iana, and theriches & magnt- 
ficence thereof: but being then vtter]y diſable to pro- 
cced, he determined to tric his fortune another yeare 
when he had renewed his prouiſions, and regathered 
more force,which he hoped for as wel our of Spain,as 
fro Nueno rexno where he had lefthis foi Dor Anthome 


Xemenesto ſecond himvp0 the firſt notice giul of his 
Entrance 
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entrance, & ſo forthe preſent embarqued himſelfe in 
Canoas,& by the branches of Orenoqae arriued at Tri- 
neaaas, haul ng from Carapana {uthcient Pilots to con» 
auct him. From Trinedads he coaſted Parma, and1o re» 
couered Margwerita:and hauing made relation to Dex 
[uan Serments the gouernour of his proceeding , and 
perſwadcd him of the riches of Guiana, hee obray- 
ned from thence 50.{oldicrs, promiling prelentlic ro 
returne tO Carpava, and {0-into Gxrana. Bur Ber- 
reo ment nothing lelle at tljat time, for hee wans 
rcd manie proniſtons neceſlarie for fuch an enter- 
prize, and therefore departing from I arguerna lea- 
ted himfelfe in Trinedade , and from thence ſent his 
Campmaſter, and the Sargeant maiar backe tothe 
borders to diſcouer the neereft paſſage, 4nto the En 
pire , as alfo to treat with the borderers, and to 
crawe themto his pattie and loue, without which, 
hee knew hee could neither paſle ſafclie, nor in anie 
{orte be reiecued with vituall or ought els. Carapana 
diretedthis companictoa king called Aoregquite al- 
ſuring them that no man coulde deliner ſo much of 
Gnrianaas Horeqnito Could, and that his dwelling was 
bur five daies journey from Aſacureguari, the fitlt ci- 
vill towne of Guia, \\ 
Now your Lordthip ſhal vnderſtand that this 34- 
requite, one of the greatelt Lords or Kings of the 
borders of Gziaa, had two or three yeares before 
beene at Cumana, and at M1 arguerita, the weſt 
Indies, with great ſtore of plates of golde;, which 
he. carried to exchange for ſuch other things as hee 
wanted in his owne countrie , and was dailie teafted, 
and preſented ibythe goucrnors of thoſe places, and 


beld 
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held amongſt them ſometwo moneths,in which time 
one ide; gouernor of Cumane wan him to be his con- 
ducor into-Gaiana;. becing allured by thoſe Croiſants 
and [mages of gold which.he' brought with him to 
trade, as allo by the ancient fame and magnifhicence 
of E! Dorado: whereupon Yides lent into Spaine for 4 
atent todiſcoucr and conquer Guiana, not knowing 
ot che precedence of Berreos patentgvhich as Zerreo at- 
firmeth was ſigned betore that of Vier: fo as when 
Vides vaderſtood of Berres 5 andthathe had made ea- 
trance into that territorie,and foregone his delire and 
hope, it was verilie thought that /ides practiſed with 
CH orequito ro hinder and difturbe Berreo mn al he could, 
andnotto ſuffer him-to enter through the Seignoree, 
nor any of his _—__—_ , neither to vituall ,. nor 
guiderhem inany lort; for /ides gouernor of Cumanz, 
and Berreo were become mortall enemies, as well for 
that Berreo had gotten Trined:do into; his patent with 
Guiana yas allo inthat he was by Berreo preuented in 
the journey of Guiana it ſelte: howſocuer it was I know 
not, but Aorequito fora time diſſembled his diſpoſi- 
tion, ſuffered Spaniards, and a Frier ( which Ber- 
reo hadſentto diſcouer Afaros)to trauellthrough his 
countrey, gaue them a guide for cM arcureguarai the 
firſt towne of ciuill apparreiled people , from 
whence they had other guides to bringe them ro 
Aamathegreat citic of /vga : and being furniſhed 
with thoſethinges , which they had learned of Care- 
pana , were 'of molt price in, Grime , wentonward, 
and in eleuen daicsarriuedat cans. as Berreo affir- 
meth for certain-alchough I could not be aſſured ther- 


of by che Lord which now goucrneth the prouince of 
| CAMerequitoy 
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[ Alerequito, for he tolde me that they got allthe golde 
they had ,inother townes on this ſide Mare, there 
being many very great and rich( as he ſaid) built like 
ro townes of Chriſtians, with many roomes, 

Whentheſe ten Spaniards were returned, and rea» 
dicto put out of the border of Aromaia, the people of 
| A orequito, ſetypon them, & {lew them al but one that 
F {wame the riucr , and tooke from them to the value 
Y of 40000, peloes of Golde , and as it is written in 
the ſtorie of 7b, one onely liued to bring the newes | 
tOBerreo, that both his nine ſoldiers and holic fa- | 
ther were benighted in the faide Prouince ." I my 
(cite ſpake with the Capraines of CIorequiro that 
ſlewe them, and was atthe place where it was ex- 
7 ccuted , Berreo inraged heerewithall ſente all the 
ſtrength he coulde make into Aremaia, to be reuen- | 
ge of him, his people, and countrey: but Aoreguito | 
uipeting the ſame fled ouer Orerogue, and throw the 
territories of the Saima,and rrkirirecoucred Cumana , 
where he thought himſelfe very ſafe with Vide: the go- 
uernour:But Berreo ſending for him in the Kings name 
and his meſſengers finding him in the houſe of one 
Faſrardo on the ſudden ere it was ſuſpected , ſo as he 
could not then be conucicd away ide durit not deny 
him,as well to auo) dethe ſuſpition of the praftile, as 
alſo tor that an holy father was flaine by him and his 
pco ple. CM orequito offred Faſhards che weight of thrice 
quintals in golde, toler himeſcape , but the poore 
Guianian betraid of al ſides was delivered to the Camp- 
malſter of Berreo, and was preſently executed, 
Alterthe death of this Moreguiro ,the fouldiers of 
Berreo ſpoiled his territorie,& rooke diucrs priſoners, 
among 
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among others they tooke the vnckle of eMorejuits 
called Topiawari, who is now king of Arowmaia, ( whole 
ſorine I brought with meinto England)andis a manof 
great ynderitanding and pollicie:- he is aboue 100, 

yeeres olde, and yet of very able bodie: the Spry ards 

led kinrinachain3.daies,and niadehimtheit guide 

trom placeto place borweene his countrey and Emeria 

the prouinceof Carapera aforefaide zand was at-laſt 

redeemed for too, plates of Gold ,and diters ſtones 

called Pedras Hiiadar; oriSphin ones, Now Berreo for 
executing of. Moreguzo and other cruckies , ſpoyles, 

and {laughters done in Aremsia hath loſt the loue of 
the Orenoqueponi,and of allche borderers, and darenot - 
ſend any of his ſoldiersany farthef into the land than 

to Carapana which is called the port of Guians : but 

from thence by the helpe of Carapara he had trade far- 
ther into the countrey,and alwaies appointed 10,Spa* 
niards torelide in Carapanas towne, by whoſe fauor and 
by being conducted by his people,thoſe ten fearched 

thecontitrey thereabouts as well for mines , as for 0- 

ther trades andcommodities, 

-- They haue alſo-gottena nephewe of MHorequire, 
whom they haue Chriſtened and named Dor Ina , of 
whom they haue great hope,endeuoring by all means 
to eſtabliNM himinche ſaid prouince. Among manie 


other trades thoſe Spaniards vied in Canoar to paſle to 


the riners of Bareme, Pawroma, and' Diſequebe, which 
are onthe ſouth ſide of che mouth of Orenoque , and 
there buy women and children from the Canibeller, 
whichare of that barbaraus narure,as they will for 3. 


or 4 harchers ſell' the ſonnes and'daughters of rheir 
ownebrethren and ſiſters, arid 
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cucntheir own davghters:hecrot the Spaniards make 
great profit, for buying a maid.of 12.0r13, yeeresfor 
three or fower hatchets,they (ell them againe at Mar- 
gverita the welt Indics'for 50.and roo. pefocs,which 
is ſo. many crownese. 2c: vio 5 1 2 999 
The maſter of my ſhip 19. Poxg/as tooke one of the 
Canoas which came loden from. thence with peoplc 
robe fold, andthe molt of them eſcaped , yer of 
Wi. -- thoſe hee brought, there was-one as well fauoured, 
| andas well ſhaped as ever I fawe any. in England, 
and afterward I ſawe many of»them ,; which bu 
for their xawnie. colour may be compared to anic 
of Exrope,. They alſo trade in thoſe riuers for bread 
of Caſfawi,:ot which they buy an fiundred /pounde 
| weight for aknife , and ſell it at 4fargwerita for tenne 
peſoes., They allo recouer great ſtore: of corten ; bra» 
{111 ood, and thoſe beds which they call Zzmacas: ar 
braſill beds, wherein in hot countries all.the-Spani- 
ardes vie to lic. commonlic., and iprno other., ney- 
ther did we our ſelves while we-wereskere: Bymeans 
of whith trades, for ranſome ofdiuers 6tche Guienians 
and for exchapnge of hatchers and khjues:;' BerFeo re- 
couered ſome tore of gold plates,cagles of gold ,and 
Imagesof meu and diucrs birds , and diſpatched his 
Campmaltertor $paine with-afl that:he thatil garhe- 
red, therewith tO1TY ſoldiers, and by theiſhov ther- 
ol tograw, others to - 65 of the entcrprize': and 
having ſcat divers Images-as, well of men as-beaſtes, 
birds and fiſhes ſo,curipuſly wtought in golde ,, doub- 
ted not buyto parkwagdethe kingto!yceld ro-hima ſotne 
further helpe , c{pecially for thatthis lande' bath ne- 
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Indies their works were all ſpent, andthe gold drawn 
out with great laborand charge> healſo ciſpatched 
meſſengers to his ſon-in Nuexoreyno toleuy al the for- 
ces he could, and to come downerthe riuer of Orenogue 
to-Emeria,the prouince of Carapara, to meet him:hee 
had alſo fentto ' Saizr Tago de Leorion the coaſt of the 
Caracas to buy horſes and mules. © 

' AfterÞhad thus learned of his proceedings paſt 8& 
purpoled-I cold himthat I hade refohued to lee Gria- 
»a,andthat itwas the end of my iourney,&the cauſe 
of my comming to Trinedads :as it was indeed,(& for 
chat purpoſe I ſent 14.7/hiddoz the yeere before to get 
intelligence, with whome Berreo himſclfe had ſpeech 
at thar time, © and remembred how  inquifitiue 7a, 
/Vhiddon was of his proceedings, andof the countrey 
of Gaara) Berreowas itriken into 'a greatmelancho- 
lie aridſadnes, and vſed all the arguments he coulde 
to diflwade mee, and alſo aſſured the gentlemen of 
my companie that it would be labour loſt-&that they 
ſhould ſuffer manie miſeries if they proceeded: And 
firſt hedeliueredthat I could nor enter anyofthe ri- 
uers with my barke or pinace , nor hardly withanie 
Gs bore, it was ſo low , ſandie: and full of flats, 
and thathis companies were dailie grounded in their 
Canas which drew but twelue inches warer: hee fur- 
ther ſaide that-none of the countrey would cometo 
ſpeakewith vs, but would all flie, and if we follow- 
edthemto their dwellings, they would burne their 
ownetownes: ,and befides that the way was long,the 
winterat hand,and that the riuers beginning once to 


ſwel,it wis impoſſible ro ſtem the currant,8& thatwe 


could notinthoſe ſmal botes by any means carry vic- 
P1216 F2 euall 
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euall for halfe the time , and that ( which indeed moſt 
diſcouraged my companie)the Kings and Lords of al 
the borders and of Gaiene haddecreed, that none of 
them ſhould tra de 'with anie Chriſtians for gold, be. 
cauſe the ſame would be their owne overthrow, and 
that for the loue of gold the Chriſtians meant to con- 
quer and diſpoſleſſe them ol alltogether, 

Manie and the moſt of theſe Ifound to betrue, but 
yet Ireſoluing to make trial of al whatſoeuer hapned, 
direted Captaine George Gifford my Vice-admirall 
totake the Lions whelpe, and Capraine (a/fe/d his 
barke to turne cothe caſtward, againe the brize what 
they could poſlible, to recover the mouth of ariuer 
called Capri, whoſe entrance I had before ſent Cap- 
taine Whiddon and To, Dowglas the maſter, to diſcouer, 
who founde ſome nine foote water or better vpon 

the floude, and fiuc at lowe water, to who me I had 
giuen inſtruRions that they ſhoulde ancor at the 
edgcofthe ſhold;,- and vpon the beſt of the floode 

cothiruſt ouer, which ſholde /obn Dowglas boyed and 
bekonned for them before: but they laboured invain, 

for neither couldethey turne it vp alrogitherſofarre 

to the caſt , neither did the loud continue fo longe, 

but the water fell ere they coulde haue paſſed S 

ſandes , as wee after found by a fecond experience:ſo 

25 now wee mult either gine ouer our enterprize, or 

leauing our ſhips at aduenture 400, mile behind vs,to 

run vp in our ſhips botes, one barge, and twowher- 

ries ,but being doubefull how tocarsie viRuals for fo 

long a time in ſuch bables, or any ſtrength of men, 

eſpeciallic for that Berree aſfu 7 vs that his ſonne 

muſt bee by that time come downe with _— 
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diers,l ſent away one K»g maiſter ofthe Lions whelpe 
with his ſhips bote to tric. another branch of a riuer 
in the botrome of the bay of G#axipe,which was called 


 Amana,tO prooue if there were water to be found for 


either of the ſmall ſhips to enter:But when hee came 
to the mouth of Amare,he founde it as the reſt, but 
ſtaied not to diſcouecr it throughlic, becauſe hee was 
aſluredby an Indian his guide that the Cxniba/s of 
Guamps would aflailethem with many Canoar,% that 
they ſhot poyſoned arrowes, fo as ifhee haſted nor 
backe they ſhould all be loſt, 

Inthe meane time fearing the w orft I cauſedal the 
Carpenters we had to cut down a Gallego bote, which 
we meant to caſt off, and to fit her with banks to row 
on, and jn all thinges to prepare her the beſt they 
could; ſo-asſhe might bee brought to drawe but true 
foote for ſormuch we had on the bar of Capuri at lowe 
water: Anddoubting of Kizgs returne I ſent 1s, Dowglas 
againe in my long barge,as welltorelecue him as alſo 
to make-a perfect ſearch inthe bottom of thatbaye: 
For it hath beene held for infallible that whazſocuer 
ſhip or bore ſhall fall therein, can neuer defſemboque 
againe,by.reaſon of the violent currantwhichferceth 
inco the {aide bay , as alſo for that the brize and ca- 
fterlie wind bloweth direQlieinto the fame,of which 
opinio 7 haue heard Tobn Hampton of P lmmmoutb one of 
the greateſt experience of England, &diuers others 
beſides that haue traded Trinedado, © 
| Uentwith John Dowglar anold Cafſique of Trinedads 
for a Pilot; who tolde vs thatwee coulde not returne 
again®y the bay or gulfe butthat heknew a by branch 
which ranwithia the land to the Eaſtward, and that 
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he thought by ic we might fallin Cypwi,and fore. 
rurne in fower daies: Jobs Dowg!as ſearched thoſe ri" 
uers, and found fower goodlie entrances,whereof the 
leaſt was as bigge as the Thames at Folwich{but inthe j 
baie thitherward it was ſhole and butſix foote water, | 
{o as we were now without hope of any ſhip or barke 
to paſſe ouer, and therefore refolued ro goeon with 
thebotes, and the botrome of the Gallego, in which. 
we thruſt 60,men:/n the Lions whelpes bote and wherry 
we carried 20,Captaine Calfield in his wherrie carried 
ten more, and in my barge otherten, which madevp 
a hundred:we had no other meanes but to carrie v1- 
all for amoneth in the fame, and alſo to lotlge' 
therein as we could,and to boyle and drefſe out mear./ 
Captaine Giford had with him Maſter Edw. Porters 
captaine Ey=ez, and eight more in his wherrie with all 
their victual, weapons, and prouiſions: Captaine Cal- 
field had with him my cofen Buſbed Georges and eight” 
- more. In the galley,of gent, and officers'my ſelfe had 
captaine Thy», my coſen John Geennile; ray nephews 
Tohn Gubert, captaine VV/hiddon, captaine K eymis,Edvw . 
Hancocks,captaine Clarks, lieutenant Hewes, Tho Vpepn, 
Ccaptaine Facy, Ferome Ferrar, Antho.Pells Will, Canmochey; 
and about 50-more, Ve could nor learne of Berres 
* anic other waie toenter but in branches , fo farreto. 
the windeward as it was impoſible for vs toreco- 
uer:for wee bad as much ſea'to-crofle ouerin' our 
wherrics as betweene Dowey and Ca/lir, and ina greate 
billow,the winde and currant being both very 
ſo as we were driuen to goin thoſe ſmal botes direQ-= 
ly before the windinto the bottome of the baie'of 
Guanipa, and-from theaceto enter the momthof ſome 
one

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.one of thoſe rivers, which I 0. Dowplas had laſt dilcoue- 
red, andhad with vs for Pilote an {ndian of Barema , a 
river tothe ſouth of Orenogze,betweene that and Ama- 
zones , Whoſe Canoas we had formerlie taken as he was 
going fromthe ſaid Barema, ladenwith Caſſari breade 
toſellat Harguerita : this Arwacay promiſed to brin 
meintothe great riuer of Oreroqre , but indeede of 
that whichwe entred he was vtterly ignorant., for he 
had not ſcene it in twelue yeeres before, at whichtime 
he was very yoong , and of no judgement , and if 
Godhad nor ſent vs another helpe, we might hauc 
wandred awhole ycereiurthat laborinth of riuers,erc 
we had found any way , eyther ontor in, eſpeciallic 
after we were paſt the cbbing and flowing , which was 
in fower daies : for | knowailthe carth doth nor yeeld 
the like confluence of ſtreames and branches , the 
one crofling the other ſo many times , and alſo faire 
and large , and fo like one to another, as no man 
cante]l whichto take: andif wewent by the Sun or 
compaſſe hoping thereby to godireRly one way oro- 
ther., yes that waie we were alſo catied in a circle a. 
mongeſt multitudes of lands, aud every Iland ſo bor- 
deredwith high trees ,as no man coulde ſee any fur- 
ther than _thebredth of the riucr, orlength of the 
breach: But chisit chaunced that entring into ariuer, 
(which bjcauſe it had noname we called the riuer of 
the Red croſs, our ſelues being the firſt Chriſtians that ec» 
wer came therein 1 the 22, of 14a as wewererowing 
vp the ſame,we eſpicd a {mal Caxoa with three 1ndians, 


which(by the ſwiftnes of my barge,rowing with eight 
oarcy) / puertooke ere they could crofle the riuer,the 
reſt ofthe peopleonthe banks ſhadowed vader the

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thicke wood gazed on with a doubrfull conceite what 
might befall choſe rhree which 'we had taken : Bue 
when they perceiued that we offred them no violence, 
neither entred their Ca#9a with any of ours, nortook 
out of the Cazea any of theirs, they then began to ſhew 
themſelues onthe banks (ide, and offered to traffique 
with vs for ſuch things as they had, and as we drewe 
neere they all ſtaide , and we came with our bargeto 
the mouth of a little creeke which came from their 
cowne into the great riuer, 

As we abode there awhile, our Indian Pilot called 
Ferdinando would needs go aſhore to their village to 
ferch ſome fruites , and todrinke of their arrtificiall 
wines,and alſoto ſee the place, and to know the Lord 
of it againſt another time,and tooke with him a bro» 
ther of his which he had with him in the ioutney,when 
they cameto the village oftheſe people, the Lordof 
the [land offred to lay hands on them , purpofing to 
haue {laine them both, yeelding for reaſon that this 
Indian of ours had brought a ſtrange nation into their 
territorie to ſpoyle and cthem- Burthe pilot be» 
ing quicke and of adiſpoſed body flipt their fingers , 
and rant intothe woods,and his brotherbeing the ber» 
tcr footman of the two,recouered the creekes mouth, 
where we ſtaicd in our barge , crying out that his bro- 
ther was {laine, with that we ſer hands on one of them 
that was next vs,a very old man,and thing into 
the barge , aſſuring himthatif we had not our Pi 
gaine,we would preſently cur off his head , This olde 
man beingreſolued thar he ſhoulde paic the lofle of 
the other,cried outto thoſe in the woods to ſaue Fer» 
dinande our Pilot , butthey followed him notwith- 

| ſtanding 
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ſtanding, and hunted after him vpon the foote with 
their Deere dogs, and with ſo maine a crie that all the 
woods eckocd with the ſhoute they made, bur atla(t 
this poore chaſed Indian recoueredtheriuer fide, and 
got vpon a tree, and as we were coaſting, leaped down 
and {wan to the barge halfe d22d with teare , bur our 

oood hap was, that we kept the other olde Indian, 
which we handfa(ted to redeeme our Piloc withall , 
for bemg naturajl of thoſe riuers yve aſſured our {clues 
he knew the way better than any ſtranger could , and 
indeed, but for this chance I thinke we had neuer 
founde the way eyther to Guta»4,0r backe to our ſhips: 
for F:rdinands after a few daies knew nothing art all,nor 
which way to turne, yea and many times the olde man 


himlelle was in great doubt which riuer totake. Thoſe | 


39 x which dwell in cheſe broken lands & drowned 
ands are generally called 7 ivitinas, there are of them 
ewo ſorts, the one called Ciawansi, andthe other Wara- 
weete, 

[The great river of Orenoque or Baraquan hath nine 

branches which fall out on the north ſide of his owne 
maine mouth : on the ſouth fide it hath ſeuen other 
fallings into the ſea, {o it delemboketh by 16. armes in 
all, betweene [lands and broken ground,butthe [lands 
are very great , many ofthem as bigge as the Ile of 
V7ight and bigger , and many lefle : from the firſt 

branch onthe north tothe laſt ofthe ſouthitis at leaſt 

r00.lexgues, ſoas the riuers mouth is no leſle than 

300, miles wide athis entrance into the {ea , which I 

ta\e to be farre biggerchanchatof Amazores: all thoſe 

thatinhabiec inche-mourh of this riuer ypon the ſeuc- 


rall norch branches are rheſe Trniriz.zs, of which there 
G are 
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aretwo chicte Lordes which have continual] warres 
one withthe other : the llandes whichlie on theright 
hand are called Pal/amos, and the land on the left 77o- 
rorotomaka , and the riuer by which 7ohn Dowglas retur- 
ned within the land from Amanato Capmri , they call 
Macuri, 

Theſc T initizas are a very goodlic people and verie 
valiant , and hauc the moſt manlie ſpeech and moi 
deliberate that euer I heard ot what nation ſocuer, In 
the ſummer they haue houſes on the grounde as in 
other places: In the winter they dwell vpon the trees, 

wherethey build very artificiall cownes and villages,as 
itis written in the Spanith ſtorie of the weſt Indies, 
that thoſe people do in the low lands neere the gulfe 
of Yrata: torbetweene 1 a) and September the riuer 
of Orenoke riſeth thirtic foote vpright, and then are 
thoſe Ilands ouerflowen twentic foote high aboue the 
leuell of the ground, fauing ſome fewe raiſed grounds 
in the middle of them: x, for this cauſe they are en- 
forcedtoliue in this maner. Tlicy neuer cate of anic 
thing thatis ſet or ſowen,andas at home they vſeney- 
ther planting nor other manurance,fo when they com 
abroad they refuſe to feede of ought, but of that which 
naturewithout labour bringeth foorth . They viethe 
tops of Pa/mitos forbread,and kil Deerc,fiſh and porks 
for the reſt oftheir ſuſtenance , they haue alſo manie 
ſorts of truits that grow in the woods,and great varie- 
tic of birds and foule « 

Anditto ſpeake of them were not tedious and vul- 
gare, ſurely we ſaw in thoſepaſſages of verie rare co- 

lours & forms,notelſe where to be found;for as much 


as Lhauc cither ſeen or red.Of theſe peoplethoſe __ 
| dwe 
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dwell vpon the branches of Orenoque called Cuypuri and 
AMacureo,arctor the moſt part Carpenters of Caneas, 
for they makethe moſt and fayreſt houſes , and ell 
them into Gmina for golde, and into Trinedade for To- 
bacco,in the excelsiue taking whereot,they excecd all 
nations, and notwitſtanding the moiſtneſle of the 
aire inwhich they liuc , the hardnes of their diet, 
and the great labors they ſuffer to hunt,fiſh and foule 
for their living, in all my lite either in the Indies or 
in Europe did / ncuer beholde a more goodlic or ber- 
ter fauoured people, or more manlic , They were 
woontro make warre vpon allnations, and eſpeci- 
allie on the Canibals , {0 as none durſt withouta good 
ſtrength trade by thoſe riuers , but of late they are ar 
peace with their neighbors, all holding the Spaniards 
fora common enimie. When their commanders 
die, they vic great lamenfation,and when they thinke 


the fleſh of their badies is putrified, and fallen from 


the bones, then they rake vp the carcaſſe againe, 
and hang it in the Caſiqmes houſe that died, and 
decke his skull with feathers of all colours, and hang 
all his Gold plates about the bones of his armes; 
thighes, and legges. Thoſe Nations which are cal- 
led Arwacas which dwell on the ſouth of Orenoque, 
( of which place and nation our Indian Pilot was) 
are diſperſed in naanie other places, and doe vſe to 


beate the bones of their Lords into powder, and their . 


wiues and friends drinke it all in their ſeuerall ſorts of 
drinks. 

After wee departed from the port of theſe (3awan, 
we paſſed vpthe riuer with the loud,and ancored the 


ebb,and inthis ſort we went onward, The third daic 
G 2 that 
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that wee entred theriucr our Galley came on grounde 
& ſtuck ſo faſt, as wethoughtthar cuen there our di- 
couery hadended , and chat we mult haue left 60. of 
our men to haue inhabited like rooks vpon trees with 
thoſe nations : bur the next morning , after wee had 
caſt our all herballaſt, with rvgging and hawling ro 
and fro, wee got herafloate, and went on: At fower 
daies ende wee fcll into as goodhe ariuer as cicr I 
behelde, which was called the great Amara, which 
ran more dirclie without windings and turnings 
than the other, Burt ſoone after the Sould of the ſea 
left vs, and we enforced cither by maine ſtrength to 
row againſt a violent currant , or to retnrue as wiſe 
as wee went out, wee had thenno ſhift but to per, 
fwade the companies that it was but two or three 
daies worke,and therfore deſtredthem to take paines, 
euery gentleman & others taking rheirturns to row, 
and ro ſpell onethe other at the howers end, Eucric 
daie we paſſed by goodlie branches of rivers, ſome 
falling from the weſt, others from the caſt into Ama- 
»a, but thoſe lleaueto the deſcription in the Chart 
of diſcouerie, where cveric one ſhall be named with 
his riſing and deſcent, When three daies morewere 
@ ouer gone, our companies began to deſpaire, the 
weather being extreame hot,the riuer bordered with 
verie high trees that kepr awaie the aire, and the cur- 
rant againſt vs cuerie daie ſtronger than other.Bur we 
envermore commanded our Pilots ro promiſe an ende 
the next daie,and vicd it ſolong as we were driuento 
aſſure them from fowerreaches of the riuer to three, 
and ſo to two,and foto the next reach,butſolong we 
laboured as many daies were ſpent, and ſodriuen to. 


draw. 
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draw ourſelues to harder allowance, our bread eucn 
at the laſt , andnocrinke atall : and our nien and 
our ſelues fo wearied and ſcorched , and dovbrfull 
withall whether we ſhould encrperiorme it or no,the 
heate encreaſing as we drew towardesthe line for we 
were now in fue degrees, 

The farther we went on(our viftual Cecreafing and 
the aire breeding great faintnes,)we giew weaker and 
weaker when we had moſt need of ſtrength and abili- 


tic, for howrclic the riuer ran more violently than | 


other againſt vs, andthe barge wherrics, and ſhips 
bore of Captaine Gifford, and Captaine Ca/fie!d, had 
ſpent all their proviſions, ſo as wee were brought 
intodeſpaire and diſcomfort , had wee not perſwa- 
ded all the companiec that it was bur onelie one daics 
worke moreto attaine the lande wherewe ſhould bee 
relecued of all wee wanted, and if{ we returnea that we 
were ſureto ſtarve by the way, and thatthe worlde 
woulde alſolaugh vs to ſcorne. On the banks of theſe 
rivers were diners ſorts of fruits good to cate, flowers 
and trees of that varictic as were ſufticient to make 
ten volumes of herbals , wee relceeued our ſelues ma- 
nie times with the fruits of the countrey , and (om- 
times with foule and fiſh: wee {aw birds of all colours 
ſome carnation, ſome crimſon, orenge tawny, pur- 
ple, greene, watched,andofall other torts both ſim- 
pleand mixt, as it was vnto vs a greate good paſling 
of the time to beholde them , beſides the rclictc 
we found by killing ſome ſtore of them with our fou- 
ling peeces,without which,hauing lietle or no breade 
and lefle drink, but onely the thick and troubled water 
of the riuer,we had been in a very hard caſc. 


Our 
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Our 01d Pilot ofthe Ciawari(whom,as I faid before, 
weetocketo redeeme Ferdinande,) tould vs,that if we 
wouldenter a branch ofariuer on the right hand with 
our barge and wherries,and leaue the Galley at ancor 
the while in the great riuer,hee would bring vs to a 
towne of the Arwacas where we. ſhould find ſtore of 
bread, hens,fiſh,and of the” countrey wine, and per- 
ſwadcd vs that departing fromthe Galley atnoon,we 
might returne ere night : I was very glad co heare 
this ſpeech,and preſently tooke my barge, with eight 
musketiers:Capraine Geffords wherrie,with himfelt & 
foure musketiers, & Captaine Ca/fie/d with his wher- 
ry and as manic, and ſo wee entred the mouthof this 
riuer, and becauſe wee were perſwaded that itwasſo 
necre,we tooke no viduall with vs at all : when wee 
had rowed three howres, wee maruelled we lawe no 
figne of aniedwelling , and asked the Pilot where the 
town was,he told vs alittle farther: afterthree howers 
more the Sun beingalmoſt ſer,wee began to ſuſpe& 
that hee led vs thar 'waie to betraie vs, for he confel- 
fed that thoſe Spaniards which fled from Trinedade; 
and alſo thoſe that remayned with Carapana in Eme»- 
"14, were ioynedtogither in Jome village vpon that 
river, But when it grew towardes night", and wee 
demaunding where the place was, hee tolde vs but 
fowre reaches more, when we had rowed fower and 
fower, weſawe nofigne, and our poore water men 
cucn hart broken, and tired, were readie to giue vp 
the gh oſt; for wee had nowe come from the Galley 
neere forty miles, 

Arthelaſt wee determined to hang the Pilot , and 
if wc had well knowen the way backe againe by night, | 
| c 
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he had ſurely gone, bur our owne neceſſities pleaded 


ſufficientlietor his ſafctie: for it was as darke as pitch. h 


and the river began ſotonarrowe it felte and the trees 
to hang ouer trom fide to fide , as we were driven 
with arming ſwordes to cuta paſſage rhorowe the 
branches that couered the water, Ve were very de- 
{trous to finde this rowne hoping of a feaſt , be- 
caule we made but aſhorte breaketaſt aboorde rhe 
Galley in the morning, and it was now eight a clocke 
atnight, and out{t omacks began to gnawe apace: 
but whether it was beſtto returne or goon , we be- 
gan to doubt, ſuſpeRing treaſon in the Pilote more 
and more: butthe poore olde Indian cur aſſured vs 
that it was bur a little farther , and but this one tur» 
ning , and that turning,and atlaſt about one a clocke 
after midnight weſawa light, an4 rowing towardes 
it, we heard the dogs of the village. VWhen wee lan» 
ded-we founde fewe people , tor the Lorde ofthat 
place was gone with z 908. pc aboue 400, miles 
of, vpon a tourney towardes the heade of Orenoque to 
trade for gold , and to buy women of the Canbals, 
who afterward vnfortunately paſſed by as we rode at 
an ancor inthe port of Aſorequito inthedarke of night 
and yet came ſonecre vs,as his Canoas grated. againſt 
our barges : and left one of his company atthe port 
of Morequito , by whome we vnderſtoode that hee 
had brought thirty yoong women ,diuers plates of 
gold , and had great ſtore of fine peeces of cotton 
cloth , and cotton beds. Inhis houſe we had good 
ſtore of bread,fiſh, hens, and Indian drinke , and ſo 
reſted that night,and in the morning after we had tra- 


ded with ſuch of his people as came down,wereturned 
towardes 
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towards our Ga/lez,and brought with vs ſome quanti- 
tic of bread, ith, and hens. 

On both {1des of this riuer,we paſſed the moſt bean. 
tifull country that cuer mine cies beheld : and where- 
as al chat we had ſeene before was nothing but woods, 
prick les, buſhes, and thornesheere we beheld plaines 
of twentie miles in length,the grafle (horr and greene, 
and in diuers partes grouecs of trees by themlſclues,as it 
they had beene by all the art and labour in the world fo 
made of purpoſe:and ſtill as we rowed,the Deere came 
downe feeding by the waters (ide, as1t they had beene 
viedto a keepers call, Vpon this riuer there were great 
ſtore of fowle, and of many ſorts : we ſaw in itdiuers 
ſorts of ſtrange fiſhes,and of maruellous bignes,buttfor 
Lagartos it excceded,for there werethouſands of thoſe 
vg/igfhypents,and the people callitforthe abundance 
ot thMithe river of Lagartor, in their language. I had 
a Negro a very proper yoong tcllow, that leaping out 
of the Galley to ſwim in the tnouth of this riuer , was 
in all our ſights taken and deuoured with one of thoſe 
Lagartor,[nthe mean while our companies in the Galy 
thought we had beene all loſt,(for we promiſed to re- 
turne before night,)and ſent the Lions whelps ſhip bote 
with Captaine /Phiddon to follow vs vp the riuer, but 
the next Cay after we had rowed vp and downe ſome 
fower ſcore miles, we returned.and went on our way, 
ypthe great riuer, and when we were cuen at the laſt 
caſt for want of vituals , Captaine Gifford being be- 
fore the Galley, andthe reſt of the botes, ſeeking our 
ſomeplace to land vpon the banks to make fire, eſpi- 
ed ſower Caroas comming downe the river, & withno 
{mall ioy cau{edhis men to tric the vttermoſt of their 
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ſtrengths, and afcera while two of the 4. gaue ouer , 
and ranthemſelues aſhore , euery man taking him- 
telte ro the faſtnes of the woods, the two other leſler 
got away, while he landed roJay hold on theſe, and 
{o rurned into ſome by-crecke, we knew not whither: 
thoſe Carearthat weretaken were loden with bread, 8: 
were boun1 for Aſargreritainthe welt Indies, which 
thoſe Indians(called Arwacas) purpoſed to carrie thi- 
ther for exchaunge: Butin the leſler,there were three 
Spaniards , who hauing heard of the defcate of their 
gouernour in Trinedado , and that we purpoſed to en- 
ter Gian came away in thoſe Canoas : one of them 
was a Camallers,as the Capraine-of the Arwacas after 
told vs , another a ſoldier, and a third a refiner. 

In the meane time, nothing on the carth coulde 
haue beene more welcome tovs next vnto gold, then 
the great ſtore of very excellent bread which we found 
intheſe Canoas, for now our men cricd,letvs go on,we 
care not how farre, Afterthat Captaine Gyfford had 
brought the two Caneas to the Galley, Itooke my 
barge , and went tothe banks ſide witha dozen ſhor, 
where the Canoas firſt ran chemſelues a ſhore, and lan- 
ded there,ſending out Captaine Giffordand Captaine 
Thy on one hand,and Captaine Calfe/d on the other 
to follow thoſe that were fled into the woods,and as I 
was creeping thorow the buſhes,I awe an Indian bal- 
ker hidden,which was the refiners basket , for I found 
in it,his quickliluer,faleperer,anddiuers things tor the 
trial of metrals,and alſo the duſt of fuch ore as he had 
refined, butinthoſe Canoes which eſcaped there was a 
good y_ of ore and gold, I then landed more 


men; and offered 500,pound towhat ſoldier ſocuer 
could 
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could take one of thoſe 3. Spaniards that we thought 
were landed. But our labours were in vaine in that be- 
halfe , for they put themſelucs into one of the ſmall 
Canoas : and {o while the greater Canoas Were 1n taking, 
they eſcaped : buc ſeeking after the Spaniardes , we 
found the Arwacas hidden in the woods which were 
pilots for the Spaniards , and rowed their Canoas : of 
which I kept the chicfeſt for a Pilot , and carried him 
with me to Gxiana, by whomlI vnderſtood,where and 
in what countries the Spaniards had labored for gold, 
though I made notthe ſame knowen to all: for when 
the ſprings began to breake , and the riuers to raiſe 
themſelues ſo ſuddenly as by no meanes we conlde 
abide the digging of any mine, eſpecially for that the 
richeſt are detended with rocks of hard ſtone, which 
we call the hite ſpar , and that it required both time, 
men, and inſtruments fitfor ſuch a worke, Irhought it 
beſt not to houer thereabours , leaſt if the ſame had 
been perceined by the company,there would hauc bin 
by this time many barks & (hips ſer out, & perchance 
other nations would alſo haue gotten of ours for Pi. 
lots,ſo as both our ſelues might haue been prevented, 
- & all our care taken for good vſage of the people been 
vrterly loſt, by thoſe that onely reſpet preſent pro- 
fir, andſuch violence or inſolence offered, as the nati- 
ons which are borderers would h1aue changed their de» 
fire of ourloue and defence, into hatred and violence. 
And for any longer ſtay to have brought a more quan- 
titie ( which I heare hath bin often obieted ) whoſo- 
 euer had ſeene or prooucdthe fury of that river af- 
ter it began to ariſe,and had beene a moneth and odde 
daies as we were from hearing ought fro our ſhips,lea- 
uing 
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uing them meanly mand, aboue 400.miles off, would 
perchance haueturned ſomwhat ſooner than we did, 
ifallche mountaines had beene gold , or rich ſtones: 
And to fay the truthall the branches and ſmall riuers 
which fell into Orenoque were rayſed with ſuch (peed, 
as it wee wadedthem ouecr the ſhooes in the morning 
outward, wee were couered to the ſhoulders home- 
warde the veric ſame daie: and to ſtaieto dig our 
golde with our nayles,had beene Opas /aboris, burnot 
Ingenij: ſuch a quantitic as woulde haue fcrued our 
turnes we could not haue had, but adiſcouery of the 
mines to our infinite diladuantage we had made, and 
that coulde haue beenthe beſt profit of farther ſcarch 
or ſtay :for thoſe mines are noteaſily broken,nor o pe- 
ned in haſt,and 1 could have returned a good quanci- 
ty of gold ready caſt,if 7 had not ſhotat another mark 
than preſent profit, 

This Arwacas Pilot wich the reſt, feared that wee 
would haue eaten trhem,or otherwife haue put thEto 
ſom2 cruel death , for the Spaniards to the ende that 
none of the people in the paſſage towards Guiana or 
in Guians it{cife might cometo ſpeech with vs, per- 
{waded all the nations, that we were men eaters, and 
Canibals: but when the poore men & women had ſeen 
vs, and that wee gaue them meate , and to eueric one 
ſome thing or other; which was rare and ſtrange to 
tzem,they began to conceiue the deceit and purpoſe ;i 
of the Spaniards, who indeed(as they confeiled) tooke 'h | 
from them both their wiucs and daughters dailic,and | 
ved chem for the ſatisfying of their owne lults, cſpect 
ally ſuch as they tooke in this maner by {trengrh. But 
I proteſt before the maieſtic of the liuing God , that I 
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neither know nor belceue , that anie of our companie 
one or other, by violence or otherwiſe,cuer knew any 
of their women, andyet we ſaw many hundreds,and 
had many/in our power , and of thoſe very yoong,8& 
excellently fauoured which came among vs without 
deceit,ſtarke naked. 

Nothing got vs more loue among them then this 
viage ,for] tuffered not anic manto lake from any ot 
the nations ſo much as a Pina,or a Patato roote,with- 
out giuing them contentment, nor any man ſo much 
as to offerto touch any of their vviues or daughters: 
which courſe, ſo contraric to the Spaniards(who ty- 
rannize ouer them in all things ) 'drew.them to ad- 
raire her Majeſtie,whoſe commandemenr I roldthem 
iewas, and alſo woonderfully to heniour our nation, 
Bur I cagtefle it was a very impatient worke to keepe 
the meaner fort from ſpoyle and ſtealing, when wee 
came totheir houſes,which becauſe in all I could not 
preuent, Icauſed wy Indian interpreter at cuery place 
whe wedeparted,to know of the loſſe or wrong done 
andif ought were ſtolen or taken by v.olcnce; either 
the ſame vyas reſtored , & the party puniſhed intheir 
ſight,orels it was paied for to their vttermoſt demand 
They alſbmuchvyoondred at vs,afterthey heard that 
wee had{]ain the Spaniards at 7rmedado,for they were 
before reſolued,that nonation of Chri/iaz: durit abide 
their preſence,:and they vvondred more when 7 had - 
made them know of the gteat ouerthrovv that hir Ma- 
icſties army and fleete had giuenthem of late yeerS in 
their owne countries, 97 

After vve had taken inthis ſupplie of bread,with di- 
uers baskets of rootes which vvere excellent meate,l 
- |} gauc 
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gaue one ofthe Canoes to the Arwacas,which belon- 

ed to the Spaniards that were eſcaped, and when 1 
had difmiſled-all but the Caprtaine (who by the Spa- 
niards was chriſtened artin)l ſent backe in the ſame 
Canea the old Ciawan and Ferdinando my firſt Pilot,and 

auerthem both ſuch things as they deſired , with (ut- 
Gilm vituallto carie them back,and by them wrote 
alctterto the ſhips, which they promited to deliver, 
and performed it, and then I went on, with my newe 
hired Pilot 11 artyn the Arwacan : but the next or [e« 
cond day after,, wee came aground againe with our 
galley,8& were like to caſt her away,with al our vittual 
and prouifion, andſo lay on the ſand on whole night, 
and were farre more in deſpaire) atthis time to tree 
herthen before , becauſe we had notide of flood to 


helpe vs, & therefore feared thatall our hopeswould - 


hayc.ended inſmiſhaps: but we faſtened and anko- vp« 
onthe land,and with maine ſtength drew her off: and 
ſothe r5.day wee diſcouered a far off the mountaines 
of Gxiazato our great ioy, and towards the cuening 
had aflentofa northerly winde thar blew very ſtrong, 
which brought vs in ſight of the great riuer of Oreno- 
que, out of which this riuer deſcended: wherein wee 
were: wedeſcried a farre off three other Canoas as farre 
as we could difcerne them, after whom we haſtened 
with our barge and wherries, but two of them paſſed 
out of ſight, andthethird entred vp the great riuer, 
on therighthand tothe weſtward, & there ſtaied our 
of hight, thinking that we meant to take the way calt- 
= towards the prouince of Carapana, for that way 
the Spaniards keepe, not.daring to goe vpwards to 
Gxiana , the people in thoſe parts being all their: 
cnimies , 
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cnemies, and thole inthe Canoas thoughevs to haue 
becae thoſe Spaniards that were fled from Trinedads, 
and had eſcaped killing : and when wee came fo farre 
downe as the opening of that braunch into which 
they ilipped, being necrethem with ourbarge and 
wherries, wee made after them, and erethey coulde 
land, came within call, and by our interpreter tolde 
them what we were , wherwith they came backe wik 
lingly aboord vs: and of ſuch fiſh and Tortygas cgges 
as they had gathered, they gaue vs, and promiſed in 
the morning co bringthe Lord of that part with them 
aud to do vs all otherſeruices they could. 

Thatnight we came andto ankor at the parting of 
three goodlie riucrs (the one was the riuer of Amara 
by which wee came from thenorth, and ran athwart 
towardes the ſouth, the other two were of Orenogue 
which crofled from the weſt and rantothe ſea to- 
wa calt.and landed vpon a fayre'ſande, where 
wef houſandsof Tortuga egs, which are very 
wholſome meare,and greatly reſtoring ſo as ourmen 
were now wel filled and highlie contented both with 
the fare,and necrenes of the land of Gziana which aps 
peered in ſight. 1nthe mornivg there came down ac- 
cording to promiſe the Lord of that border called 
Toparim=ca, with ſome thirtic or fortie followers, and 
brought vs diucrs ſorts of fruits,& of his wine,bread, 
fiſh, and fleſh, whom we alfofeaſted as we could,at 
leaſt he dranke good Spaniſh wine(whereof we hada 
ſmall quantitie in bottels) which aboue al things they 
loue. / conferred with this Toparimaca.of the next 
way to Gwiana, who conducted our galley and botes 
ro his owne port, and carried vs from thence —_ 
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mile and a halfe.to his towae, where ſome of our cap- 
taines garouſed of his wine till they were reaſonable Il! 
pleaſant;for it is very ſtrong with pepper, & the juice | 
of diuers herbs, and fruits digeſted and purged , they 
keepe itin great earthen pots of ten or tiwelue gallons 
very cleage and {weete, and are themſelues ar their 
mectings and feaſts the greateſt garouſers and drun> 
kardes of the world: when we cameto his towne we 
founde two Caſique: , whereof one of them was a 
{tranger char had beene vp the riuer in trade, and his 
boates , people , and wife incamped art the porte 
where we ankored, and the other was of thatcoun- 
trey a follower of Toparimaca : they lay each of them 
ina cotten Hamaca,which we call bra{t}l beds, and two 
women attending them with {1x cups anda lictle ladle 
co fill them, our of an carthen pitcher of wine, and fo 
they 'dranke each of them three of thoſe cups ar atime 
one to the other,and in this ſort they drinke drunke ar 
their feaſts and meetings, 

That Cas/quethat was a ſtranger had his wite ſtay- 
ingatthe port where we ankored, and in all my lite 
I haue (eldome ſcene a better fauored woman : She 
was of good ſtature,with blacke cies, fat of body , of 
an excellent counten ance, her haire almoſt as long as 
herſelfe,ticd vp againe in prittie knots, and it ſeemed 
ſheſtood not in that awe of her husband,as thereſt,for 
ſhe ſpake and diſcourſt,and drankeamong the gentle- 
men and captaines, and was very pleaſant , knowing 

| her owne comelines,and taking great pridethercin. | 
haue ſcene a Lady in England(o li 


ike her,as but for the 

difference of colour I would haue ſworne might haue 

becne the ſame. | 5 
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Thedate of this towne of Toparimacs was Verie 
pleaſ, nding on alittle hill, in an excellent pro- 
jpect, with goodly gardens a mile compaſle rounde 
aboutit, andtwo verie faire and large ponds of excel» 
lentfiſh adioyning, This towne is called Arowocai- 
the people are of the nation called Nepoies , and are 
followers of Carapana , In thatplace I ſawe very aged 
people,thatwe might perceiue all their ſinewes and 
veines without any fle{h,and but euen asa cafe coue- 
red onely with skin. The Lord of this place gaue me 
anold man for Pilot, who was of great experience and 
trauell, and knew the riuer moſt perfeAly both by day 
andnight,and it ſhall be requiſite for any man that 
paſſerhicro haueſucha Pilor, for itis fower, fiue, and 
{1x miles ouer in many places, and ewentie miles in 0- 
ther places,with woonderfull eddies, and ſtrong cur- 
rants,many great Ilands and diuers ſholds, and many 
dangerousrocks, and beſides vpon any increaſe of 
windeſo greate a billow , as we were ſometimes in 
great perillof drovvning in the Galley,for the ſmall 

otes durſt not come from the ſhore , but vvhen it 
vvas very faire, 

Thenext day vve haſted thence,and having anea- 
ſterly vvindto helpe,vve ſpared ourarms from rovv- 
ing: foraftervveentred Orenogue, the riuer licth for 
rhe moſt partcaſt and vveſt, euen from the ſea vnto 
Qzito 1n Peru, This river is nauigable vvich ſhips lit- 
tle leſle than1000,miles,8& from the place vvhere vve 
entred it may be ſailed vp in ſmall pinaces to many of 
the beſt parts of Nwewo reygno de granade,and of Popayan: 
and from noplace may the cities of theſe parts of the 
Indies be ſocafily taken and inuaded as from __— 
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Allthat day we lailed vp a branch of thatriuer,hauing 
on the left handa great Iland, which they call A/zp- 
"a which may containe ſome five and twentie miles in 
length, and 6. miles in breadch,the greatbody ofthe ri- 
uer running onthe other {ide of this Iland : Beyonde 
that midele branch there is alſo another Iland in the ri- 
uer,called wana , which is twiſe as big asthe Ile of 
wight, and beyond it,and betweene it andche maine of 
Gnrana,runnetha third branch of Orenogue Called Arya- 
roopana:al three are goodly branches,andallnauigablc 
for great ſhips. I iudge the riuer inthis placeto be ar 
leaf thirtie miles brode, reckoning the Ilandes which 
deuidethe branches in it, for aftterwardes Iſought alſo 
both the other branches. 

After we reached tothe head of the Iland , called 
cAſſapane, alittle to the weſtward onthe right hande 
there opened a riuer which came from the north, cal. 
led Exropagand fellintothe greatriucr,& beyond itzon 
the ſame fide, weankored for that night, by another I- 
land fix miles long,and two miles brode , which they 
call Ocaywite: From hence .inthe morning we, landed 
two Gwanians, which we found in the towne of T opari- 
maca, that.came with-vs , who went to giue notice of 
our comming tothe Lordof that countty called Px: 
17m, atollower of Tepiawarr,chicte Lord of Arrowais, 
who ſucceeded Morequiro , whom (as you haue heard 
before) Berreo putro death, but his towne beeing farre 
within the land, he came: not vito vs that. day,ſo as we 
aakored againe that night neere the bankes of ano*+ 
ther. Iland, of bigaes much like the other, which che 
call 'Putepayma , on the maine Janide , outer again 


which Ilaad was avgry high mountaine called Occope: 
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we coueted to ankor rather by theſe Ilands in the ri- 
ver, than by the maine, becauſe of the T orr»gas egges, 
which our people found on themin great abundance, 
and alſo becauſethe ground ſerued better for vs to caſt 
our netsfor fiſh, the maine banks being for the moſt 
partſtonic and high,and the,rocks of a blew metcaline 
colour , like vnro the beſt ſteele ore, which | aſſured] 
rake ittobe : of the ſame blewe ſtone are allo divers 
£rcate mountaines , which border this rinerin many 
places, | 
The next morning towardes nine of the clocke, we 
weied ancor, & thebrize encreaſing,we failed alwaies 
welt vp the river, and aftera while opening the lande 
on the right ſide , the country appecred to be cham- 
paine,and the banks ſhewed very perfeQred:I there- 
fore ſent two of the little barges with Caprtaine Gifford, 
and with captaine Thy», capraine Ca/field , my coſen 
Gras tile : my nephew To Gilbert , Captaine Eynw,ma-» 
ſter Edw,Porter , and my coſen Butſhead Gorges , with 
ſome fewe ſoldiers ,to march ouerthe bankes of that 
redland, and to diſcouer what manner of countrey it 
was on the other (ide, whoat their returne found ir all 
a plaine lcuell, as farre as they went or could diſcerne, 
from the higheſtrtee they could get vpon:' And/ my 
old Pilot, a man of great trauell brotherto the Casſique 
Toparimaca told me , that thoſe were called the plaines 
of the Sayma, and that the ſame leuell reached to Cu» 
wana, and Carracas in the weſt Indies, which are120, 
leagues ro the north, and that there inhabited fower 
principallnations. The firſt were the Sayma, the next 
Aſawai , the third and greateſt the ike, by whom 
Pedro Hernandez de Serpa before mentioned was ouer- 
Ea throwen 
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throwen, as he paſſed withthree hundred horſe from 


Cumana towards Orenoque, in his enterprizc of Gaiaca, 
the fourthare called Aroras, andare as blacke as Ne- 

;but have ſmoorh haire, and theſe are very vali- 
ane, ortather deſperate peopie, and hauc the moſt 
ſRrong poyſon on their arrowes , and molt dangerous 
of allnations,of which poifon I will ſpeake ſorawhar 
being a digreſſioa not vnnecſlary. 

There was nothing whereof [ was more curious, 
than to finde outthe true remedies of thele poiſoned 
arrowes, for beſidesrhe mortalitic ofthe wound they 
make,the partie ſhot indureth the moſt inſufferable 
torment inthe world, and abidech a moſt vglic and 
lamentable death, ſometimes dying (tarke mad,foin- 
times their bowels breaking our of their bellies, and 
are preſently diſcolored,as blacke as pitch,and fo vn- 
laucry, as no mancan endure to cure, orto attende 
them-Andit is more ſtrange to knowe, that in all chis 
timethere was neuer Spaniard, eytherby gifc or tor- 
ment that could atraine to the rrueknowledge ofthe 


cure,alrhough they haue martyred and pur to inucn- 'F 
red torture | know not how many of them, But cuery | © 
one of thaſe Indians know it not,nonot one among 1/; 4 
thouſands, bur their ſourhſaiers and prieſts, who doe | l 
conceale it, and onely teach it but from the farher 4 


tothe ſonne, | 
Thoſe medicines which are vulgar,& ſeruc forthe Wl! 


ordinarie poyſon, are made of the juice ofa roote cal- 
led Twpara: the ſaine alfo quencherh maruellouſly the 
heate of buraing feauers,and healeth inward wounds, 
and broken veines,that bleed within the body. But I 


| was more beholding to the Guiaviav; than any other, 
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for Anthenio de Berreo told me that he could never at- 
taine to the knowledge thereof, 8& yet they taughtme 
the beſt way of healing as well thereof,as al other poi- 
ſonne.Sorne of the Spaniards haue bin curedin ordi- 
nary wounds,of the common poiſoned arrowes with 
the ioice ofgarlike: but this is a generalrule for al men 
that ſhall heerefater trauel|the Indies where poiſoned 
arrowes are vſed,that they muſt abſtaine from drinke, 
for if they take any licor into their body, as they ſhall 
be maruellouſly provoked therunto by drought, Lfay,if 
they drinke before the wound be dreſſed,or ſoone vp- 

on it,there is no way with them bur preſent death, 
And ſo I wil returne again to our journey which for 
the third day we finiſhed, and caſt ankoragaine neere 
the continent, on the left hand betweenetwo moun- 
taines, the one called Aroami, and the other Aio: I 
made no ſtay heere but till midnighe , for I feared 
howetly leaſt any raine ſhould fall, and thenithad 
beene impoſſible to have gone any further vp, not- 
withſtanding that there is euery day a very ſtrong 
_ brize,and eaſterly winde.I deferred the ſearch of the 
conntrie on Gxiana fide,till my returne downe theri- 
uer. The next day wee failed by agreatlland, inthe 
middle of the riner, called Xanoripane , and as wee 
walked a while on the Iland , while the Galey got a 
head of vs, there came after vs from the maine, a 
{mall Cana with ſeuen or cight Guianians, to invite vs 
to ankor at their port,but I deferredir till my returne 
It was that Ca/ſique to whomthoſe Vepoios went which 
came with vs from- the towne of Toprimaca: and 10 
the fift day weereached as high vp as the Prouinceof 
Arromaia the COnntrey of CAL orequito whome Berres 
cx ecnted 
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executed .and anckored tothe weſt of an Iland called 
Aurrecotimo, ten miles long and fiue broade.and that 
nightthe Caſſiqne Aramiari,(to whoſe towne we made 
our long & hungry voiage out of the riuer of 4m2:«) 
paſſed by vs. , 
The nextday we atriued at the port of Aorequiro, 
and ankored there: ſending away one of our Pilots to 
ſeeke the king of Aromaia,vncle ro Meorequito,{laine by 
Berreo as aforelaide, The next day following, before 
noone he cameto vs on foote from his houſe, which 
was 14 Engliſh miles,(himſelt being 11 0,ycers old)8 
returned on foot theſame daie, & with him gany 
of the borderers, with many women & children, that 
came to woonder at our nation,and to bring vs down 
vicuall,which they did in greate plentie,as veniſon, 
porke,hens, chickens, foule,fiſh , with diners ſorts of 
excellent fruits,8 rootes,and great abundance of P- 
»as,the princeſſe of fruits,that grow vnder the Sux,c(- 
ecially thoſe of Gziaa, They brought vs alſo {tore of 
bread,and of their wine, & a tort of Paraquites, no big- 
ger than wrens, and of all other forts both fmall and 
great: one of them gaue mea beaſt called by the Spa- 
niards Armadilla,which they call Caſacam, which ſec. 
meth tobee all barred ouer with {mall plates ſome- 
what like to a Renocero ,with a white horne growing 
in his hinder parts , as big as a great hunting horne, 
which they vie towinde in ſteede of atrumpet, Alo- 
nardus writerh that aliule of the powder at that horn 
putinto the eare,cureth deatnes, TK-ot 
Afrerthis olde king had reſted a while in a lit- 
tle tent, that I cauſedto beſet vp, Ibe my in- 


terpreter todiſcourſe with him ofthe dearh of I v- 


requito

requito RO , and afterwarde of the Spani- 


ards, andere / went anie farther 1 made him knowe 
the cauſe of my comming thither , whoſe ſeruaunc 
I was, and that the Queenes pleaſure was,l ſhoulde 
vndertake the voyagetor their defence, and tode- 
luer them from the tyrannie of the Spaniardes,dila- 
ting atlarge (as / had done before to thoſe of Tri- 
vedado) her Maicſties greatneſſe, heriuſtice, her 
charitic to all oppreſſed Nations, with as manie 
of the reſt of her beauties and vertues, as eyther 
1 coulde expreſle, or they conceiue, all which be-+ 
ing with great admiration atrentinelic hearde, and 
maruellouſlie admired, 7 began to ſounde the. olde 
man as touching Gziaza , and the ſtate thereof 
what ſorte of common wealth ir was, how gouer- 
ned, of what ſtrength and pollicy, howe farre it ex- 
tended, and what Nations were fricnds or enemies 
adioyning, and finally of the diſtance, and way to en- 
rerthe ſame : hee tolce me that himſclte and his peo- 
lewith all thoſe downethe river towardes the ſca,as 
arre as Emeria, the Prouince of Carapana , were of 
Griana, bur that they called themſclues Or enoque- 
pom, becauſe they bordercd the greate riuer of Ore- 
que, and that all the Nations betweene the riuer and 
thoſe mountaines in ſight called PYVacarima, were of 
the ſame caſt and appellation: and that on the otker 
fide of thoſe mountaines of 1acarims there was a 
large plaine(which after 7 di'coucred in my returne) 
called the valley of Amariccapana , in all that valley 
tc people werealſoofthe auncient Guianians, 1 al- 
ked what nations thoſe were which inhabited on the 


further ſide of thoſe mountaines, beyond the valley of 
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Amariocapara ,/he anſwered with a great ſigh(as a man 
which had inward feeling of the loſſe of his countrey 
and liberty , but eſpecially for that his eldeſt fon was 
{laine in a battel on that fide of the mountaines, whom 
he moſt entirely loued, ) he hath remembredin his fa- 
thers life time when he was very olde , and hiniſciſc a 
yoorg man that there came downe into that large val- 
ley of Gaiana,anation from ſo faroff as the S» {lepr, 
( tor fuch were his owne words, with ſo great a multi- 
tude as.they could nor benumbred norreſiſted,8 that 


they wore large coats, and hats of crimſon colour, 4F 
| | | 


which colour he expreſled,by ſhewing a peece of red 
wood, wherewith my.tent was ſupported, and that 


they were called Oreiones and Epuremet, choſe that had | 
ſlaine androoted out fo many of the ancicnt people 
astherewereleaues in the wood vpon all the trees,and | | 
had now made themſclues Lordes of all, euen to that t 
mountaine foote called C*ra«,fauing only of two na- | 
tions, the onecalled Iwarawaqueri,and the other C:ſi- 
| pagoror,andthatin the laſt batrell fought betweene the ''F 
Epuremei,and the Iwarawagqueri, his eldeſt ſon was cho- "1. 
ſento Carry to the aide of the 7 warawagqueri., a greate M4 
troupe of the Orenequeponi,and was there {laine with al 
his people & fiiends, andchat he had nowe remaining 
bur oneſonne: andtarther tolde me that thoſe Epure- 
mei had builta great town C alled M4 Arcureguarat,at the 
faid niounraine foote , atthe beginning of the greate 
Foe of Guiana , which haue no end - and that their 
ouſes haue many roomes , one ouer the other , and 
that thercinthe greate king of the Oreiones and Epu- 
remei keptthree thouſatid men to. defend the borders 


againſt them 5 and withall daily to inuade and flaie 


them: 
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them : but that of late yeares fince the Chriſtians of- 
fredto inuade his territories,andthoſe frontires, they 
wereall at peace, and traded one with another, {auing 
onely the /mwarawaquers, and thoſe other nations vpon 
the head of the riuer of Caro/i,called Caſſpapotos, which 
we afterwards diſcouered, each one holding the Spani- 
ard for a common enemie, 

After he had anſwered thus far, hedeſfired leaue to 
depart, ſaying that he had farto go,that hewasold,& 
weake, and was cuery day called forby death , which 
was H{o his owne phraſe: I deſired himro reſt with vs 
tharnight,but I could not intreat him,but he tolde me 
that at my returne from the country abouc,he woulde 
againe cometo vs,andin the meane time provide for 
vs the beſthe could, of all that his'councry yeelded: 
the ſame night hee returned to Oracorone his owne 
towne, ſo as he wentthatday 28. miles, the weather 
being very hot, the country being ſituateberweene 4, 
and 5. degrees of che Equinottiall, This Topiawariis h 
for the proudeſt, and wiſeſt of all the Orenoqueponi, 
and ſo he behaued himſelfe rowardes me in all his an- 
ſivers at my returne, as I maruelled to finde a man of 
thar grauity and iudgement,and of ſo good diſcourſe, 
thar had no helpe of learningnor breed. : 

The next morning we alſo leftthe porte,, and failed 
weſtward vp the riuer, to viewthe famous riucr called 
Carol , as well beciuſe it was maruellous of it (elfe, as 
alſo for thar I vnderſtood. it led co the ſtrongeſt nati- 
on of - all the frontires , that were enemics :t0 the 
Eprremet,whi ch atelubieRro 7 »94,Emperour of - Gui+ 
an4,and Hanor ,andthatnightwe ankored at ancr 
ther Iland called Caiams , of ſome fide or {ixe miles 


in 
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in length , andthenext day arriued at the mouth of 
Caroli,when we were ſhort of it as low or further down L 
as the porc of £Moregquirowe heard the great rore and 
fall of the riuer, but when we came to enter with our 
barge and wherries thinking to haue gone vpſoweſor- 
tie miles to the nations of the Caſſipagetos, we were nor 
able with a barge of eight oares to rowe one (tones 
caſt in an hower, and yet the riuer is as broad as the | 
Thames at Wolwich , and we tried both {ides, and v 
the middle , and cuery partof the riuer , foas wein- ; 
camped vp on the bankes adioyning , and ſent off our 
Orenoqunepone( waich came wich vs from 31 orequito J 
to giue knowledge to the nations pon the riuer of our 
being there,and that we defired to {ce the Lords of Ca- 
»aria,which dwealt within the prouince vpon that ri- 
uer,making them know that we wereenemics to the 
Spaniards,(for itwas onthis-rivers fide that <A oregui- 
oo {lew the Frier,and thoſe nine Spaniards which came 
from Mana, the Citic of [nga, and tooke fromthem 
/40000, pelves of Golde ) ſo the next daie there came 
downe a Lorde or Caſſique called wannretona with 
many people with him , and brought all (tore of pro- 
uifions to entertaine vs ,.as the reſt had done. And 
as I had before made my comming knowne to Topi- 
awart, ſo did [ acquaint this Caſſique therewith 5 and Fi 
howe was ſent by her Maieſty for the purpoſe afore- | 
ſaid, and gathered alſo what I could of him touching 
the cſtate of Guiana, and I founde that thoſe alſo of 
Caroli were not onely enemics to the Spaniardes but 
moſt of all to the Epuremet , which abounde in Gold, 
and by this #armneroza , I had knowledge that on 


the heade of thisriuer were three mightie nations, 
K which 
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which were ſeated ona great lake , from when ce this 
river deſcended, and were called Ceſſipagotor, Eparago- 
fos, and Arawagotos 5 and that all thoſe eyther againſt 
the Spaniardes,or the Epuremei would ioine with vs,& 
that if weentred the lande ouer the mountaines of 
Curaa , wee ſhould ſatisfie our ſeJucs with golde and: 
all other good thinges: hee rolde vs farther ofa nation 
called I marawagueri before ſpoken off 5 that held daily 
warrc with the Epuremet that inhabited HM acureguaras 
the firſt ciuillrowne of Guiana, of the ſubices of In- 
ga the Emperour, 

Vpon this river one Captaine George, that I rooke 
with Berreotolde me there was a greate filuer mine, 
and that it was necre the banckes of the ſaide riuer. 
Bur by thistime as well Orenoque, Careli , as all the 
reſt of the riuers were riſen fowre or hue foote in 
height, fo. as it was not poſhble by the ſtrength of 
any men, or with any boate whatſocuer to rowe into 
the river againſt the ſtreame. I therefore ſent Captain 
Thyn ,Captaine Greennile, my nephew/ohn Gylberr, my 
coſen Buiſhead Gorges, Captaine Clarke, and ſome 30, 
\hor more to coalt the river by lande , and to goe to 
atowne ſome twentie miles ouer the valley called 
Amnatapoi, and they found guides there , to goe far- 
ther towardesche mountaine foote to another great 
towne,called Capwrepana,belonging toa Caſique called 
Hahaxacoa(that was a nephew to old Topiawari king of 
Arromaia our chieteſt fricnd )becauſe this rowne and 
prouince of Capwrepana adioyned to Macureguarat , 
which was a frontiertowne of the Empire: and the 
meane while my ſelfe with Captaine Gifoerd , Cap- 
taineCalfield, Edw, Hancocke, 8&ſome-halfe a doſen ſhot 

marched. 
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marched ouer land to view the ſtrange ouerfals of the 
riuer of Caro{i,which rored fo farre ot, & alſorto ſee the 
plainesadioyning & the reſt of the province of Canu- 
yi: Iſentallo captaine Whid 1on P.Connocke,and ſome 
cight ſhot with them, to ſee if they coulde finde any 
minerall ſtone alongſit che riuers {1de, When we ronne 
tothe tops ofthe fir(t hils of the plaines adioyning to 
the riuer,we beheld that wondertull breach ot warers, 
which ranne down Caroh-and might from that ' 20un - 
raine ſeethe river how itran in three parts,about 20, 
miles off, and there appeared ſome ten or twelue 0- 
uerfals in ſight , eucry one as high ouer the other as a 
Church tower, which fel] wich thatfury , that the re- 
bound of waters made it {ſeeme;as it had beene all co- 
uered ouer with a great ſhower of rayne: and in ſome 
places wee tooke it at the firſt for a ſmoke that had 
riſen oner ſome great towne. For mine owne parte I 
was wel perſwaded from thence to hauereturned,be- 
ing a very ill foot man, but therelt were all ſo deſirous 
to goenecre the ſaide ({trange thunder of waters, as 
they drew me on by little and lirtle,till we came into 
the next valley, where we might better diſcerne the 
ſame , I never ſaw a more beawtifull countrey, nor 
more lively proſpeGtes, hils ſo raiſed heere and there 
ouer the valles , theriuer winding into diucrs braun- 
ches,the plaines adioyning without buſh or ſtuble, 
all faire greene graſſe,che ground of hard ſand cafy to 
march on,cyther for horſe or foote,the deare croſſing 
in euery path,the birds rowardes the eucning ſinging 
on euery tree with a thouſand ſeueral tunes,cranes & 
herons of white, crimſon , and carnation pearching 


.on the riuers fide , the ayre freſh with a gentle 
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eaſterlie wiad,and cuery ſtone that we {tooped totake 
vp , promiſed either gold or ſtluer by his complexion, 
Your, L. ſhall ſee of many ſortes , and I hope ſome of 
them cannot be bertered vndgs the ſunne , and yet 
we hadno meanes but with our daggers and fingersto 
teare them ourheere and there, the rockes being moſt 
hard of that mincrall ſparie aforeſaid , ard is like a 
" flint, andis altogether as hard or harder, and beſides 
the veynes lic a farhome or two ceepe in the rockes; 
But we wanted all rhinges requiſite ſaue onely our de- 
fires , and good will to haue performed more if it had 
pleated God, To be ſhorte when both our compa- 
nies rezurned,cach of them broughtalſo ſeucrall ſorts 
of ſtones that appeared very faire , butwere ſuch as 
they found loofe onthe ground,and ere forthe moſt 
part bur cv]lored,and had not any gold fixed in them, 
yetſuchas had no iudgement or experience kept all 
that gliſtered, and would not be perſwaded butis was 
rich becauſe of the luſtre, and brought ofthoſe,and of 
CM arqueſite with all.from Trinedado, and haue dcliue- 
red of thoſe ſtones ro be tried in many places , and 
haue thereby bred an opinion that al the-reſt is of the 
fame : yer ſome of theſe ſtones I ſhewed afterwardroa 
ſpaniard of the Caracas who tolde me that it was Ela 
dre del oro, that the mine was farther inthe ground, 
Bur it ſhall be founda weakepollicie in mee , eyther 
to betray ny ſelfe , or my Countrey with imagina- 
tions , neytheram 1 fo farre in loue with that lod- 
ing , watching; care , perill, diſeaſes, ill ſauoures , 
d fare, and many-other miſchiefesthar accompany 
theſe-voyages , as to woo my lelfe againe into 
of then, were Inot aſſured thatthe ſunne — 


not 
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not ſo muchriches in any part of the earth, Caprtaine 
Whiddon , & our ChirurgionNicholl, Millechap brought 
me a kind of ſtones like Saphires, what they may prouc 
Fknow not, I ſhewed them to ſome of the. Orcnogue - 
p2ni, and they promiſed robring metoa mou: taine, 

that had of them verie large peeces. growing D.:a- 
mond wiſe: whether it bee Chriſtall of che moun- 
taine,Briſkol{ Diomond,or Saphire,] doc not yet knowe, 
but I hope the beſt, ſure I am that theplace is as likely 
as thoſe from whence all therich ſtones are brought, 
and in the ſame height or veryneare', On the lefr 
hand of this river Caro/rarcſeatedthoſe nations which 
are called Iwarawakery beforeremembred , whichare 
enemies to the Epnremei: andon the heade of it ad- 
ioyning tothe greatelake Caſſpa, arc ſituate thoſe 0- 
ther nations which alſo reſiſt 7 nga, and the Epuremet, 
Called Caſſepagotos, Eparegotor, and Arrawaegres , I far- 
ther vnderitood that this lake of Caſſpais ſo large,as ic 
is aboue one daies ioutney for one of their Canoas to 
croſſe, which may be ſome 40.miles,and that therein 
fall divers rivers, and that greate ſtore ofgraines of 
Golde are founde- in the ſummer time when the lake 
falleth by the banckes in thoſe braunches. Thereis 
alſo another goodlyriuer beyond Caro/i which is cal- 
led 4ru;,whichalſorunneth thorowthe lake Caſſpa,8& 
fallech into Orenegue farther welt, making all that land 
berweene Caro/iand Arm; an Iland, which is likewiſe 

a moſt beawtifull countrey, Next ynto Ari there are 

wo riners Atoca and Caora, and on that braunch 

which is called Cora area nation of people, whole 

heades appeare not aboue their ſhoulders, which 

though it may be thoughta meere fable, yetfor mine 


K 3 owne. 
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owne part I am reſolued it is true, becauſe euery child 
in the prouinces of Arromaia and Canurs affirme the 
ſame : they are call Ewajpanema : they are reporced to 
hauctheir cies in their ſhoulders,and their mouthes in 
the middle of their breaſtes,8& that along train of haire 
groweth backward between their ſhoulders. The ſonne 
of Topiawari, which I brought with mee into England 
role meethatthcy arethe moſt mightie mcn of all 
thelande , and vie bowes , arrowes , and clubs thrice 
as bigge as avy of Guiana ,or of the Orenoqueponi, and 
tharone ofthe Iwarawakeri tooke a priſoner of them 
the yeare betore our arriuall there, and brought him 
into the borders of Arromaia his fathers Countrey: 
And farther when Iſcemed todoubt of it , hee tolde 
me that it was no wonder among them, but that they 
were as great anation, andas common , as any other 
in allthe prouinces , and had of late yeares {laine ma-+ 
nic hundreds of his fathers people, and of other nati- 
ons theirneighbours , but it was not my chaunce to 
heare ofthem till I was come away,& if I had but ſpo- 


ken one wordof it while I was. there, I might have - 


brought one of themwith me to put the marter out of 
doubr, Such a nation was written of by CAanndenile, 
wholereportes were held for fables many yeares, and 
yet ſince the Eaſt 7ndies were diſcouercd , wee finde 
his relations true of ſuch thinges as hceretotore were 
held incredible - whether it be true or no the matter is 
not great,neither canthere be any profitin the imagi- 
nation, for mine owne part I ſaw them not , but I am 
reſolved that ſo many people did not all combine , or 
forethinke to make the report. 

When I came to Cumana inthe welt 7ndies afterwards 
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by chaunce I ſpake witha ſpaniard dwelling nor farre 
from thence,a'man of great trauell,and after he knew 
that [ had beene in G#iana,and (o iarre direRly welt as 
Caro!i, the firſt queition he asked me waswhether [I 
had ſeene anic of the Ewaiparoma, which are thoſc 
without heades : who being eſteemed a moſt honelt 
man of his word, and in all thingeselſe,told me that 
he had ſeene many of them: I may not name him be- 
cauſe it may be for his diſaduantage, bur he is well 
knowen to Monfier Mucheronsſonne of London,and 
to Peter Mucheron marchant of the Flemiſh ſhippe that 
was there intrade,who alſo heard what he auowed to 
be true of thoſe people. The fourthtiuer to the welt 
of Carols is Caſnero which falleth into Orenoque on this 
ſide of Amapaia, and that riueris greater then Dar- 
bizs, or any of Exrope : it riferh on the ſouth of Gi- 
«va from the mountaines which denide Gzianafrom 
Amazones, and I thinke it to be. nauigable many hun- 
dred miles : but we had no time, meanes, nor ſeaſon 
ofthe yeare,to ſearch tho{eriuers for the cauſes afore 
faid, the winter being come vpon vs, although the 
winter 8& ſummer as touching cold & heat differ nor, 
neither dothe trees eucrſencibly loſe their leaues, bur 
haue alwaics fruit eyther ripe orgreen,& moſt ofrhe 
bath bloſſoms,leaues,ripefruit,& green at onetime: 
But their winter onely conſilterh of terrible raynes, 
and overflowing of the riuers , with manie greate 
ſtormes and guſtes,thunder,and lightnings,of which 
we had our fill, ere we returned , On the North 
ſide, the firſt riuer that falleth into Orenogue is Cari, 
beyond it onthe ſame fide-is the riuer of Limo,be- 


ween thele two is a great nation of Cariba/s,and theis. 
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chiele towne beareth the name of the riuerand iscal- 
led Acamacari: atthis rowne is a continuall markette 
of womE tor 3 or 4 hatchets a peece,they are wry 
by 4r»>ace, and by them folde into the weſt In- 
dies, Tothe weſt of Lime is the riuer Pao, beyonde 
It Caturibeyond that Yeari and Capari which falleth 
out ofthe greate ruer of A eta, by which Berreo deſ- 
cended from Nemo reynode granada, Tothe weſtwarde 
of Capwriis the prouince of Amapaia , where Berres 
wintered, and had ſo many of his people poyſoned 
with the rawny water of the marſhes of the Anebas, 
Aboue Amapaia, towarde Nueno reyno fallin s HMe- 
ta, Pato, and Caſſarar :to the welt of theſe towardes 
the prouinces of the Ahaguas & Careites are the ri- 
vers of Beta, Dawney, and Vbarro, and towardes the 
trontyer of Pers are rhe prouinces of Thomebamdas 5 
and Caxima/ra: adioyning to Qui#9in the North of 
Peru ate the rivers of Guiacar and Goaxar : andonthe 
other (ide of the ſaide mountaines the riuer of Paps- 
wmene which deſcendeth into 31 aragnon or Amazones 
paſſing through the province of the Marylones where 
Don Pedro de Ofua who was {laine by the traytour 
ger beture rchearſed, built his Brigranacs ,when hee 
ſought Guiana by the waic of Amazores, Bertweene 
Dawney and Betalieth a famous Land in Orenogue now 
called Baraquar(Foraboue Hera itis not knowne by 
the name of Orenoque ) which iscalled Arhe/e, beyond 
which,ſhips of burden cannot paſle by reafo of a moſt 
forcible ouerfall, and Current of waters: bur in the 
eddy all ſmalles veſſelles may be drawen cuen to Peru 
itſelfe: Butto ſpeake of more of thele riuers without 
the deſcription were buttedious, and therefore , will 
caue 
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leauethe reſt tothe dſcription, This riuer of Orexe- 
que is nauigable for (hips little leſſe then 1000, miles , 
& for leſler veſſels necre 2000,By(as aforeſaid) Pers, 
Nueuo reynoz& Popaian,may be inuaded:italloleadech 
ro that'greax Empire of 1»ga,and to the prouinces of 
Amapaia,and Anebas which aboundin gold: his bran- 
ches of Caſnero,M anta,Caora delced from the middle 
land and valley,which lieth betweene the caſter pro- 
uince of Per# andg#1ana; anditfalles into the ſea be- 
tweene Maragnon and Trinedado in two degrees and 
a halte , all which your Honours ſhall better percciue 
inthe generall diſcription of Guians,Pern,Nueno reygne 
the kingdom of Popayan,& Roidargwith the prouince of 
Venſuzlle,to the bay of Vraba behind Cartagena 5 welſt- 
ward : and to Amaezores lourhward. While we lay at 
ancour on the coalt of Caxuri,and had takenknowledg 
of all the nations vpon the head and branches of this 
river, and had founde our {5 many ſeuerall people, 
which were eneinies tothe Epwremer, and the nowe 
Conquerers : I thought it time loſt to linger any lon- 
et inthat place,c{pecially for thatthe fury of Orexoque 
ganne daily to threaten vs with daungersin ourre- 
rurac,forno-halfe day paſſed , but theriver beganne 
to rage and Querfiow very fcarcfully, and the raines 
came:downein terrible 04owers, and guſtes in great 


abundance: and withall, our men beganne to cry out 
for want of ſhifr, for no man had place to beſtowe a- 
ny other apparrell then that which he ware on his 
backe,and that waythroughly waſht on his body for 
the molt partrentimes in one day: and we had nowe 
beene wellneere a moneth, cuery day paſling to che 
weltward,farther & farther m_ our ſhippes, We 


there 
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therefore turned tovvards the eaſt , and ſpent the reſt 
of thetime in diſcouering the riuer towardes the ſea , 
which we had not vievved,and vvhich vvas moſt ma- 
eeriall. The next day follovving vveleftthe mouth of 
Carol: , and arrived againe at the port of CAforequito 
where we were before ( for paſhng downe the ſtreame 
we went without labour; and againſt the winde , little 
lefſerhan t00.miles aday:)Aſſoon as I came to' ancor 
I ſent away one foroJd Tepiawari, with whom I much 
defircd to bs further conference,& alſo to deal with 
him for ſome one of his country,to bring with vs into 
England,as wel to learne the language,as to conferre 
withall by the way , ( the time being now ſpent of any 
longer ſtay there)within three howers after my mel- 
ſenger cameto him , he arriuedalſo , and with him 
ſuch arabble of all ſortes of people,and cuery one lo- 
den with ſomewhart, as if it had beene a great market or 
faire in England - and our hungry companies cluſte» 
redthicke and threefold among their baſkets , cuery 
one laying hand on what he liked. After he had reſted 
awhile in mytent, Iſhutour all but our ſelues,and my 
interpreter,and tolde him that I knewe that both the 
Epwremei and the Spaniardes were enemies to him,his 
country and nations - that the one had conquered 
Guiana already , and the other ſought to regaine the 
ſame from them both: And therefore I deſired him 
to inſtru me what hec could , both of the paſſage 
intothe golden partes of G=ia»a \, and ro the ciuill 
townes and apparrelled people of 1ng«.. Hee:gaue 
me an anſwere tothis effe&: firſt that hee coulde not 
' perceive thatI meant to go onwarde rowardes the 
Citic of Hanes, forneither the time of —_— 
cru 
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ſcrued, neyther could he percciue any ſufficientnum- 
bers for ſuch an enterprize: and it 7 did I was ſure with 
all my company to bee buried there, for the Empe- 
rour was of that ſtrength, as that many times fo many 
men inore were too few:be{ides he gaue me this good 
counſel and aduiſed me to holdcirt in minde (as for 
himſelfe he knew hee coulde nor liue till my rerurne ) 
that 7 ſhoulde not offer by any meanes hereafter to 
inuadethe ſtrong partes of G«ia»a withoutthe helpe 
of all thoſe nations which were alſo their enimies:for 
that it was impolsible without thoſe,eytherto becon- 
duced,to be vicualled, or to haue ought caried with 
vs, our people not being ableto indurethe march in 
ſo great heate and trauell, vnlefle the borderers gaue 
them helpe,ro carry with them both their meate and 
furaiture: For hee remembred that inthe plaines of 
CMacnreguarai 300, Spaniards were ouerthrowen, 
who were tired out, and had none of the borderers 
to their friendes, but meeting their enemies as they 
paſſed their frontier,were inuironed of all fides, 8 the 
people ſetting the long dry graſle on fire, ſmothered 
them, ſo as they had no breth to fight, nor could dif- 
cernetheir enemics for the greate ſmoke. He told me 
farrher that fower daies iourney from his rowne was 
CMacxregnaraizand that thoſe were the next, &nca- 
reſt ofthe ſubie&es of 7-g«, and of the Epuremei, and 
the firft cowne of apparrelled and rich people, and 
that all thoſe plates of Golde which were ſcat- 
terced among the borderers and caried to other 
nations farre and neere, came: from! the faide 
S774 AYCKHTOgHATAL and were there made, but that thoſe 


of the laade within were farre finer , and were 
L2 faſhioned 
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faſhioned aſter the Image of men, beſtes,birdes, and 
fiſhes, I asked him whether hee thought that thoſe 
companies that / had there with me,were fufficievtto 
rake that trowne or noz hee told mee that hethought 
they were. Ithen- asked him whether hee woulde af- 
fiſt me with guides, & ſome companies of his people 
roioyn with vs,he anfwered that he would go himlelf 
with. allthe borderers , if the riuers did remaine for- 
mable, vpon this condition that 1would leaue with 
himril my returne againe fifty ſoldiers, which he vn- 
dertooke to vietuall :I anſwered thatI had not aboue 
fiſtie good men inallthere, the reſt were labourers 
and rowers, and that] hadnoprouiſion to leaue with 
them of powder, ſhot, apparell, or oughtellſe, and 
that without thoſe thinges neceflary for their de- 
fence, they ſhoulde bee in danger of the Spaniardes 
in my abſence, who I knevv vvould viethe ſame mea- 
ſure towardes mine, that1 offered them at Trinedade, 
And although vponthe motion Captaine Cal/fie/de, 
Captaine Grenxile, my Nethwe, John Gylbert and di- 
uers others were deſirous to ſtaic , yet 7 wav re- 
ſolued that they muſt needes have periſht, for Berres- 
expected Gailie a ſupplie out of Spaine, and looked 
alſo howrlic for his fonne to come dovvne from Nue- 
uo reyno de granada ,vvith manic horſe andfoote, and 
had allo in Yalentia in the Caracas. 200, horſe readie 
to march, and I coulde not have ſpared aboue forty, 
and had not anie ſtore at all of povvder, leade, or 
match to haue left vvith them, nor any other proui- 
fion, eyther ſpade, pickeaxe, or ought elſe to haue 
fortified vvithall, Vhenl bad giuen himreaſon 
that I could not atthis time leaue him ſuch a copany 
| he 
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he then deſired me-to forbearc him,and his countrey 
for thattime, forhe aflured mee that I ſhoulde bee 
no ſooner three dayes from the coaſt, but thoſe Epu- 
remei would inuade him, and deſtroy all the re- 
maine of his people and friendes, if hee thoulde anic 
way cither guide vs,, or alsiſt vs againſt them, Hee 
turther alledged that the Spaniards ſought his death 
and as they had alreadie tmurthered his Nephew 44- 
requito Lorde of that prouince, ſo they had him 17, 
daicsin a chaine before hec was king of the Coun. 
trey, andled him likea dogge from placeto place: 
vnrill hce had paicd 100. plates of Golde, and diuers 
chaines of ſpleen ſtones for his ranſome: andnowe 
ſince hee became owner of that prouince that they 
had many times laide waite to take him,and that they 
would bee now more vehement when they ſhoulde 
vnderſtand of his conference with the Engliſh, aad 
becauſe aide hee, they would the better Jiſplane mee 


ifthey cannot lay handes on mee , they haue gotten 


a Nephew of mine called Eparacano whom they hauc 
chriſtened Don Inan and his ſonne Dor Pedro,whome 
they hate alſo apparelled and armed , by whome 
they ſceke to makea partie againſt mee,in mine owne 
countrie: hee alſo had taken to wife one Lowiana of 
a {trong familie , which are borderers and neigh- 
bours, and my ſelfe being now old and inthe hands 
of death, and not able to trauell nor to ſhifte , as 


when 7 was offyoungeryeares: hetherefore praicd vs 


to deferre ittillthe next yere, when he would vnder- 


take todraw in all the borderers toſerue,vs,and then 


alſo itwould bee more ſeaſonableto trauell, for at 


this time ofthe yeare,wee ſhould nor be able to paſle 
any 
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any riuer,the waters were & woulde be ſo growen ere 
our returne, Hee farther told me that I could nor: de- 
fire ſo muchtoiuuade Macureguarai,& the teſt of Guia- 
»a but that the borderers would be more vehemet thE 
I,tor he yelded tor achicte cauſethatinthe wars with 
the Epuremei,they were ſpoyled of their women, and 
that their wiucs aud daughters were taken from them, 
ſo as for their owne parts they defired nothing ofthe 
gold or treaſure,for their labours,but only to recouer 
womenfrom the Epwremet : for hee farther complay- 
ned very ſadly ( as it had beene a matter of greate 
conlequence ) that whereas they were wont to haue 
tenor twelue wiues, they were now inforced to con- 
rent themſelues with three or fower,& that the Lords 
of the Epwremes had 50, or too, And in truth they warr 
more for women then either for gold ordomini6,For 
the Lords of countries defire many children of their 
owne bodies,to increaſe their race and kindreds, for 
inthoſe conſiſt their greateſt truſt and ſtrength, Di- 
uers of his followers afterwards deſired meto make 
haſt againe, that they might ſacke the Epxremei,and I 
asked them of what ?they anſwered. of their women 
- for vs, and their gold for you: forthe hope of manie 
of thoſe women they moredeſire the warre, then ci- 
ther for gold or forthe recouery oftheir auncient ter- 
ritories, For what betweene the ſubicQs of Inga, & 
the Spaniards, thoſe frontiers are jgrowen thinne of 
people,and alſo greate numbers are fled to other na- 
tions farther off torfeare ofthe Spaniardes, Aﬀter 
T-receaued this aunſwere of the olde man, we fell 
into conſideration , whether it had beene of bet- 
ter aduice to haue centred CMacureguaras , 

and 


and to haue begunne warre vpon 7»ga at this time , 
yeaorno, if thetime ofthe yeare, and all things elſe 
had (orted, For mine owne part ( as we were not able 
to march it forthe riuers neither had any ſuch ftrength 
as was requiſite, and'durſt not abidethe comming of 
the winter,or to tarry any longer from our ſhippes ) 
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I thought it were euill counſell co haue attempted it | [ 
: 

: 


at that time,alchough the deſire of golde will anſwere 

many obieQions: Bur it woulde haue beene in mine 

opinion an vtter ouerthrow tothe enterprize , it the F 
ſame ſhould be hereafter by her Maicſty attempred : 16 
for then ( whereas now they haue heard we were cne- \ UN 
mies ro the Spaniards & were ſent by her Maieſty to ; 
relicue thery ) they would as good cheape haue 10y- 

ned with the Spaniardes at our returne,as to haue yeel- 'v 
ded vnto vs,when they had proued that we came both Þ 
for one crranr,and that both ſought but to ſacke and 
ſpoyle them, bur as yet our defirc of gold , or our pur- 

poſe of inuaſion is not knowen vnto thoſe of the em- 

pire: andiitis likely that if her Maieſty vnderrake the - 
enterprize,they will rather ſubmicthemſclues to her 0- 

bedicnce rhen-ro.the Spaniards, of whoſe cruelty both 

themſc)ues and the borderers haue already taſted: and 

therefore till I had knowen her Maicſtiespleaſure , I 

would rather haue loſt the ſacke of one or two townes 

(alrhoughthey might haue beene very Mofitable)chen 

to haue defaced or indangered the future: hope of ſa 

many millions,and the great good, & rich trade which 

England may bee poſlciled off thereby . I am afſu- 

red nowe that they will all die cuen to the Jaſt 

man againſt the Spaniardes in hope of our ſuc- 

coure and returne : whereas otherwiſe if I had 

L 4 eyther 
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eitherlaid hands on the borderers, and ranſomed the 
Lordsas Berreo did,orin inuaded the ſubietes of Inga, 
I knowe all had beene loſt tor heereafter . And thar 
I hadreſolued Topiawari Lord of Aromaia that I could 
' notat this time leaue with him the companies he de- 
{ired,and that I was contented to forbeare the enter. 
rize againſt the Epuremes till che next yeare,the free» 

y gaue me his onely ſonne to take with me into Eng-' 
land,and hoped,that though he himſelfc had but a 
ſhorttimeto liue,and that by our meanes his ſonne 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed after his death: and I left with 
him one Frauncis Sparrow, a ſeruant of captaine Gifford 
(who was deſirous totary,and could deſcribe a coun» 
trey with his pen)and a boy of mine called. Hugh Goad- 
win,to learne the language. Iafter asked the manner 
hovv the Eparemei vvrought thoſe wm of golde,and 
how they could melt it out of the ſtone; he rolde me 
that they moſtofthegold which they made in plates 
andimages vas notſeuered'from the ſtone , but that 
on the lake of Manoa, & in a multitude of other riuers 
they gathered it in graines of perfe& gold and tn pee- 
ces as big as ſmall ſtones,and that they putir toa part 
of copper,othervviſe they could nor vvyorkeit, &rhat 
they vied a great carthen pot vvith holes round about 
it, and vvhen they had mingled the gold & copper to- 
_  gether,they fMioned cancs to the hole,and ſovvith. 
the breath ofmen they increaſed the fire till the mertel 
ran,andthentheycaſt it intu moulds of ſtone & clay, 
and fo mkac the plants and Images, I haue ſent your 
Honours of tvvo forts ſuch as coulde by chaunce res 
couer, more toſhevv the maner of them, then forthe 
value: for I did notin any fort make my deſire of gold 
knovven 
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knowen , becaufe I had neither time , nor power to 
hauc a greater quantity . | gaue among them ma- 
nie more peſocs of Goldechen Irecciucd of the new 
money of 20, thillings with her Maieſties piure to 
weare , with promiſe that they would become her ſer- 
uantes thenceforth. 

] haucalſofent your Honors of the oare, whereof 
I knowe ſome is as richas the earth yeeldeth any , of 
which I know there isdufficient , if nothing elſe were 
to be hoped for . Bur befides that we werenot able 
to tary and ſearch the hils, ſo we had neither pioners, 
bars,fledges,nor wedges of [ron,to breake the ground, 
without which there is no working in mines : but we 
ſaw all the hils with ſtones of the colour of Golde and 
filuer, andwe tried them to be no <AMargueſite , and 
therefore ſuch as the Spaniards call E! Mare del oro, 
which is an vndoubted aſſurance ofthe generall abun- 
dance : and mylſelfe fawe the outſide of many mines 
of the white ſparre, which I know to be the ſame that 
all couet in this worlde, and ofthoſe, more then I will 
ſpeake of, 

Hauing learned what I could in Canvri and Aromaia, 
and receiued afairhfull promiſe ofthe principalleſt of 
thoſe prouinces to become ſeruantes to her Maic- 

tic, andtoreſiſtthe Spaniardes, ifthey made any at- 
tempt in ourabſence, and thatthey woulde drawe in 
the nations about the lake of Caſſpe , and thole 7- 
Warawaquert 3 [ then parted from olde T opiawart, and 
recciued his ſonne for as pledge berweene vs , and 
left with him two of ours a aforeſaid : To Franncis 
Sparrowe [ gaue inſtructions to traucll to Macrregna- 
re, with ſuch marchandizes as I left with him , 

M thereby 
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therby to learnethe place,and it it were poſſible to go 
on, to the great City of Manoa: which becing done, 
we weycd ancor , and coaſtedthe river on Guiana (ide, 
becauſe we came vp onthe north {ide , by the launes 
of the Saima and wikiri, 

There came with vs from Aromaia, 2 Caſſiqne called 
Patima,that commaunded the prouince of zarapana, 
(which P«thma (lewe the nyne Spaniardes vppon 
Caroli before ſpoken of,) who deſired vs ro reſt at the 
porte of his Countrey , promiting to bring vs to a 
mountaine adioyning to his trowne that had ſtones 
of the colourof Golde , which he performed: And 
after wee had reſted there one night , I went my ſelfe 
inthe morning with moſt of the gentlemen of my 
company,ouer landetowardes the ſaide mountaine, 
marching by a riuers fide called Ian , leauing on 
the right hande a towne called Txterirona, (tanding in 
the prouince of Tarracoa , of which Wariaaremagoro 
is principall: Beyonde it Iyeth another rowne to» 
wardes the ſouth, in the valley of Amariocapana,whith 
beareth the name of the ſaide valley , whoſe plaines 
ſtretch themſclues ſome 60. miles in length, eaſt and 
welt, as faire grounde, andas beawrifull fieldes , as 
any man hath euer ſeene, with diners copſes ſcattered 
heere and there by the riuers fide, and all as full of 
deare , asany forreſt or parke in England, andin eue- 
ry lake and riuer thelike abundance of fiſh and 'towle 
of which 7 rraparrogota is Lord. 

From the riuer of Maxa, we croſt another riuer in 
the ſaid beawtifull valley called 052, and reſted our 
ſelues by a cleare lake , which lay inthe middle ofthe 
ſaid Oiana,and one of our guides kindling vs fire with 

ewo 
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ewo ſtickes, we ſtaicd a while to dry our ſhirts, which 
with the heat hong very weete & heauy on our ſhoul- 
ders, Afterwards we fought the ford to paſſe ouer to- 
wards the mountain called 7comerigwhere Parima tore 
rold vs of the mine. In this lake we ſaw oneot the great 
fiſhes,as big as a wine pipe, which they call Manari, 
andit is moſt excellent an] holſome meate. Bur after 
I perceiued,that to paſle the ſaid river would require 
halfe a daies march more,7 was not able my lelf to in- 
dure it, and therefore I ſent Captaine Keymir with ſix 
ſhotte to goe on, and gaue him{order not t5 returne 
to the port of Puthma, which is called Chiparepare, but 
ro take lea{ure, and to march downe the aide valley, 
as farre as a ritier called Cumaca, where I promiled 


to meete him againe , Patima himſelfe promiſing 
alſoro be his guide,)and as they marched , they letr 
the towns of Emparepana, and Capwrepana,on the right 
hande,and marched from Patywmas houſe, downe the 
faide valley of Amariveapana, and wee returning the 
ſame daie to the riuers {ide , fawe by the way ma« 
ny rockes, like vnto Golde oare,and on the left hand, 
a rounde mountaine which conſiſted of minerall 
ſtone. : 

From hence we rowed downrthe ſtreame,coaſting 
the prouince of Parino; As for the braunches of rivers 
which I ouerpas in this diſcourſe,thoſe ſhall be berter 
expreſſed in the deſcription, with the mountaines of 
Aio, Ara,&rthereſt,which are ſituate inthe prouinces 
of Parino and Carricarrma, When wee were come as 
farre downe as thelande called Arriacoa, (where Ore- 
wogue denided ic ſelfe into three great braunches, 
each of them beeing moſt goodly rivers) I ſent away 

M 2 Captaine 
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Caprayne Henry Thyn, and Captayne Greenewile with 
the Galley, the neareſt way: and tooke with me Cap. 
raine Grfford, Captaine Calfielde: Edwarde Porter, and 
Captaine Eynos with mine owne barge, andthetwo 
whenies, and went downe that braunch of Orenogue, 
which is called Carareopana,which leadeth towards E- 
meria the prouince of Carapana,and towardes the eaſt 
ſea, as well ro ſinde out Captaine Keymis, whome I 
had ſent ouer lande,as alſo roacquaint my ſelfe with 
Carapana, who is one of the greateſt of all the Lords 
of rhe Orenoquepont, and whenwe came totheriuer of 
Cumaca( to which Putyma promiſed ro condudt Cap- 
taine Keys) I left Captaine Eynos and Maſter Por- 
terin the ſaide riuerto expe his comming, and the 
reſt of vs rowed downe the {treame towardes Eme- 
TAs 

In this braunch called Cararopana were alſo ma- 
ny goodlic Ilandes, ſome offixe miles long, ſome of 
renne, and ſome of Twenric , when it grewe towardes 
funne fgt,wce entred a braunch of a river that fel into 
Orenxoque called V/Vinecapora, where I was enformed 
of the mountaine of Criſtall , to which in trueth 
torthelength of the way, and the euill ſeaſon of the 
yeare,7 wasnotable to march, nor abide any longer 
vpon the journey : wee ſaw ita farre off and it appea- 
red like a whit Church towre of an exceeding height: 
There falleth oger ita mightie riuer vvhich coucheth 
no parte of the ſide ofthe mountaino, but ruſheth 
ouer the toppe of it, andfalleth to the grounde vvith 
aterryble noyſe and clamor, as if 1000, great belles 
vvere knockt one againſt another. I thinke there 
is not in the yvorlde fo ſtraunge an ouerfall, RE ſo 
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wonderſull to beliolde . Berreo tolde mee that it 
hath Diamondes and other precious ſtones on it, 


|  andthat they ſhined very farre off: but whatit hath 


I knowe not, neyther durſt hee or anie of his men al- 
cende to the toppe of the ſaide mountaine, thoſe 
people adioyning beeing his enemies (as they were) 
and the way to it ſo impaſlible, | 

Vpon this river of #/inacapora wee reſted a while, 
and from. thence marched into the Countrey to a 
towne called after the name of the riuer, whereof 
the chicfe was one Twrwmitwara, whoalfo offered ro con 
duct mceerto thetoppe ofthe ſaide mountaine called 
Wacarima', But when wee came in firſt to the houſe 
of the ſaide Timrrwara, becing vppon one of their 
feaſt daies, wefoundethem allas drunke as beg- 
gers , and the pottes walking from one to another 
withourtreſt : wee that were wearic, and hote with 
marching, were glad of the plentic, thougb-a ſmall 
quantitie ſatiſhed vs ,their,drinke. being verie ſtrong 
and headie, and ſo reſted our ſelues'a while- after wee 
had fedde, wee drewe our ſelues backe to our boats, 
vppontheriuer, andthere came to vs all the Lordes 
of the Countrey, with all ſuch kinde of victuall as 
the place yeelded, and with their delicate wine of 
Pinas, and with aboundance of hens,andother prout- 
lions, and of thoſe ſtones which wee call Spleene- 
ſtones, Wee vnderſtoodby theſe chiefetaines of 
Winicapera , that their Lorde Carapana was departed 


from Emeris which was nowe inſight, and that hee: 


was fledde to Cairame, adioyning to the mountaines 
at Garana,,, ouer the valley. called Amariccapena, bee- 
ing perſwaded by thoſe tenne Spanyardes ou 
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lay at his houſe , that we woulde deſtroy him, 8&his 


countrey. 

But after theſe Caſiqui of YVinicapora and Sapora» 
tona his followers perceiued our purpoſe, and ſawe 
that we came as enemies tothe Spanyardes onelie, 
and had notſo much as: harmed anie of thoſe na- 
tions, no though wee founde them to bee of the 
Spanyardes owne ſeruauntes , they aſſured vs that 
Carapaua woulde bee as readie to ferue vs, asan 
of the Lordes of the prouincesy which we had of 
ſed: and that hee durſt doc no other ill this Nie 
but entertayne the Spanyardes, his countrey lying 
ſo direQlie in their waie ,and the next of al other 
to any entcrance that ſhoulde be made in Guiana on 
that {1de. 

And they farther aſſured vs, that it was not for 
feare of our on—— that hee was remoued,bur to 
bee acquited of thoſe Spanyardes or any otherthar 
ſhoulde come heercafter . For the prouince of Cai- 
roma is ſituate at the mounraine foot, which deuideth 
the plaines of Guiana: from the countries of the O- 
Yenoquepont : by meanes whereof if any ſhoulde come 
in,our abſence into | his townes, hee woulde 
flippe ouer the mountaines into the playnes of 
Guiana amonge the Epuremet , where the Spa- 
_ durſte not followe him without greate 
OICC. 


Bur in —_— or rather 7 aſſure my 
ſelfe,that Carapana (being a notable wiſe and ſubtile 


tellowe,a man of one hundred-yeares of age, and' 
therefore of greate experience.)is remooued ; to 
lgoke on, andifhcefinde that we returne ſtronge,

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heewill bee ours, it nor, he wil excuſe his departure | 
to the Spaniardes,and ſay it was for feare of our com- 1 
m10g, " 
We therefore thought ir booteles to rowe ſo farre | 
dowae the {treame,or to ſeeke any farther for chisold 
fox: and thercfore from the riuer of /aricapana[which 
lieth at the entrance of Emeria]we turned againe , and C 
left ro the eaſtward thoſe 4 riuers which fall from out | 
the mountaines of Emeria into Orenoque , which are 
Waracapari ,, Coirama , Akgniri, and Iparoma: belowe 
thoſe 4 are alſotheſe branches and mouthes of Oreno- | 
que , which fall into the eaſt ſea , whereof the birlt is 
Araturi, the next Amacura, the third Barima,the fourth 1 
Wanna , the fift CM orooca 5 the ſixte Paroma the laſt 
w1mi: beyonde them , there fall out of the land be- 
tweene Orenoqgue and Amazones 14, rivers which I | | 


forbeare roname , inhabited by the Armacas and Cas 
niballes, 
. Irisnowetime to returne towards the North , and 
we founde ita weariſome way backe, fromthe borders 
of Emeria, to recouer vp againe to the head of the ri- 
uer Carerwpana, by which we deſcended, and where 
we parted from the galley,which 1direQed to rakethe 
next way to the Porte of Toparimacs, by which we cnr 
tred firſt, | | | 

Allthenight it was ſtormie and darke , and full of 
thunderand great ſhowers, ſoas wee were driuen 


to keepe cloſe by the bankes inour fall boates , be» y | 
ing all heartely-afraid both ofthe billowe /,' and ter- 
rible Curent of the river, By the next morning we {1 


recouered the mouth of the riuer of Cymaca , where | 
we left Captaine Eynu andEdward Porter tO attende 
| M 4 the | 
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the comming of captaine Keymis ouer land : but when 
weentted the ſame , they had heard no newes of his 
ariuall , which bredde in vs a great doubt what o_— 
be become of hum: Irowed vp a league or two far- 
ther into the riuer , ſhooting off pecces all che waie, 
that he might know of our beeing there: and the next 
morning we heard them anſwere vs elfo with a peece: 
we tooke them abord vs, andtooke our leaue of Pury- 
ma their guide , who of all others moſt lamented our 
departure, and offred to ſend his ſonne with vs into 
England , if we could haue ſtaiderill he had ſent backe 
to his rowne: but our hearts were cold to beholde the 
great rage and increaſe of Orenoque , and therefore de- 
parted , and turned toward the weſt, till we had re- 
couered the parting of the 3, braunches aforeſaide,/ 
that we might put downe the ſtreame after the Gal» 
ley. 
The next day we landed onthe Iland of Aſapena , 
(which deuideth the river fromthat braunch by which 
we went downeto Emeria) and there feaſted our ſclues 
with that beaſt which is called Armadil/a preſented vn- 
to Vs before at Finicapora, andthe day following we 
recouered the galley at ancor atthe port of Toparima- 
ca , and the ſame eucning departed with verie fowle 
weather andterrible thunder , and ſhowers, for the 
vvinter vvas come on very farre : the beſt vvas, vve 
went nolefſe thantoo, miles a day , downe the riuer: 
but by the way we entred , it was impoſlible to return, 
for that theriuer of Aman, being inthe bottome of 
the bay of Gazipa', cannot be ſailed backe by- any 
meanes, both the brize and current of the ſea were 
ſo forcible, andtherefore vvefollovvedabraunch of 


Orenoque 
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Orenoque called Capari, which entred into the ſea eaſt- 
ward of our ſhips , to the end we might beare with 
them before the wind,and it was not without neede ; 


for we hadby that way as muchto croſſe of the maine | 1 
ſca,after wee came to the riuers mourh as betweene it 
Grazelyn & Doxer,in ſuch boats as your Ho:haue heard qc 

To ſpeake of what paſt homeward were tedious,ci- j 
ther to deſcribe orname any of theriuers , Ilands , or | | 


villages of the Tizitivas which dwell on trees, we will 
leaucall thoſero the generall mappe. And to be ſhort, 
when we were arriued arthe fea {idethen grewe our 
greateſt doubt,and the birtereſt of all our iourney fore. 
paſſed,for [ proteſt before God,that we were in amoſt 
deſperate eſtate: forthe ſame night which we ankored 
in the mouth of the riuer of Capsri,where ir falleth in+ 
to the ſea,there aroſe a mighty ſtorme; and the riuers 
mouth was at leaſt a league broad,fo as weran before 
night clofe vndertheland with our ſmall boates , and 
brought the Galley as neere as we could, bur (he had 
as mucha doetoliue as could be, and there wanted 
little of her{{inking,and all thoſe in her: formine own 
part, I confeſſe, I was very doubttfull. which way to 
take,eyrherto gooucrin the peſtred Galley,there be- 
ing bur ſix foote watcr ouer the ſands, for two leagues 
copgether,and that alſo inthe channel,8 ſhe drew he: 
orto atuemurceinſo greata billow ,andin fo doubtful 
weather, tocrole the ſeas in my barge. The longerwe 
tarried the worſcit was,and therefore Itooke Captain 
Gifford , Captaine Calfie/d, 8& my colcen Greenenile , in- 
tomy barge ,,andafterit cleared'vppe , about mid- 
night wee putourfelnes to Gods keeping , and thruſt 
outinro the (ea , leaning the” Galley at ancor , raw” 
N ur 
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durſtnot adventure bur by day light : And fo being 
all very ſober, andinclancholy , one faintely cheaxing 
another toſhew-courage, itpleaſcd God that the nexe 
day about nine ofthe clocke,we deſcried the Iland of 
Trinedado, and ſtcaring for theneareſt part of it, wee 
kept the ſhore tilwe cameto Curiapan,where we found 
our ſhips atancor,then which,therewas neuer to vs a 
moreioyfull {11ghr. > 
Now that it hath pleaſed God to ſend vs ſafe to our 
ſhips, itisrimeto leaue Gw4ara tothe Sunne , whom. 
4bey worſhip , and ſteare away towards the north: I 
will therefore in a few wordes finiſh rhe diſcouerie 
thereof, Oftheſeuerall nations which we found vpon 
this diſcouery Iwill once againe make repetition, and 
| how they are affected, At our firſt entrance into 4- 
mana, which is one of the outlets of Orenogue, we left 
on the right hand of vs inthe bottome of the bay, ly* 
ing dire&tly _ Trinedado , anation of inhumaine

- To make mention ot the ſcuerall beaſts, birds, fiſhes, 
fruites, flowers, gummes, ſweete woods, andot their 
ſcucral religions and cuſtomes,would for the firſt re- 
quire-as many volumes as thoſe of Geſneras, and 
for the reſt another bundle of Decades, The religion of 
the Epuremet isthe ſame which the 7 gas, Emperors of 
Peru vied, which may bee red in Cieca,and other Spa» 
niſh ſtories, how they belecue the immoralitie of the 
+ Soule,worſhip the Sunne, and bury with them aliue 
their beſt beloued wiues and treaſure, as they likewiſe 
doc in Peg» in the eaſt Indies, and other places. The 
. Orenoqueponi bury nottheir wines with them, but their 
lewels , hoping to enioy themagaine. The Arwacas 
dry the bones of their Leader ,and their wiues and 
friendes drinke them in powder. In the graue of the 
* Peruniax;, the Spanyards founde their greateſt -abun- 
dance of treaſure. The like alſo is to be found among 
theſe people in euery prouince. They haue all many 
wiues, and the Lordes fiue folde tothe common fort: 
their wiuesneuer eat with their husbands,nor amon 
the men, but ſerue their husbandes at meales, and af 
terwardes fecde by themſelues. Thoſethat are paſt 
their yongeryeares,make all their bread and drinke, 
and worke their cotten beddes,and do all elſe of ſer- 
uice and labour, forthe men doe nothing bur hunte, 
fiſh,play, and drinke, when they are out of the wars, 
I will enter no further imo diſcourſe of their maners, 
lawes and cuſtomes : and becauſe I have notmy ſelfe 
ſeen the cities of Inga,/cinot auow on'my credit what 
I haue heard,alchough itbe very llkely,that the m_ 
- rour 7»g«hath builtand ereRed as magnificent p 
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ces in Gxiana , as his anceſtors did in Pers,which wer®© 
for their riches and rarenes moſt marucilous & excc- 
ding al in Ewrope,and I thinke of the worlde,China ex - 
cepted,which allo the Spanyards (which Thad) aſſu- 1 
red meto be oftruerh,as alſo the nations of che bor- F 
derers, who being but Sa/u4ios,to thoſe of the Inland, 
do catue much treaſure to bee buried with them,for L [ 
was enformed of one of the Caſiqz of the valley of A- q: 
mariocapana which had buried with him a little before | 
our arriual,a chaire of Golde moſt curiouſly wrought 
which was made citherin Iſacnreguardi adioyning , 
orin eAſaroa: But if we ſhoulde haue grieued them 1 
in their religion at the firſt, before they had beene | 
taught better , and haue digged vppe their graues, 
wee had loſtthem all: and therefore I held my firſt 
zeſolution, that her Maieſtie (ſhould eyther accept or 
refuſe the enterprize , cre anie thing ſhoulde be done 
that might in that ſorthinder the ſame. And if Pers. 
had ſo manie heapes of Golde, whereof thoſe Ingas 
were Princes,andthat they delighred fo much therin, 
no doubt but this which now liuech and raignerh in 
Manoa, hath the ſame humour , and I am aſſured 
hath more abundance of Golde,within his terricory, 
then all Peru,and the welt Indies, 

For the reſt, which my ſelfe haue ſeen 7 wil promiſe 
theſe things that follow and know to bee true. Thoſe 
that are deſirous to diſcouer and toſee many Nati- 
ons, may bee fatisfied withinthis river, which brin- 
geth forth ſo many armes,8& branches leading to ſeue 
rall countries & proninces,aboue 2000.miles calt 8 
weſt,and 800. miles ſouth and north-and of theſe,the 


moſteytherrichin Gold,or in other marchandjzes.' 
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The common ſoldier ſhall'here 6ghrfor gold, & pay 
himſelfe in ſteede of pence,with plares of halte a foote 
brode ,wheras he breaketh his bones in other wars for 
- prouant and penury. Thoſe commanders and Chict- 
| taines,that ſhoote at honour, and abundahice, ſhall 
findethere morerich and bewtiful! Cities, moretem- 
ples adorned with golden Images, more ſepalchers 
tilled with rreaſure,then either Corzen found in Hexice 
or Paz gre in Pers;andthedſhining gloricotthiscon- 
queſt will eclipſe allthefe fo farre extended beames 
of the Spaniſh nation. . There is no conntrey which 
yeeldcth more picaſureto the inhabitants, either for 
thele common dclightsof hunting .hawking, fiſhing, 
fowling,and the re{t;theri Guraza doth, Ithath ſo ma» 
ny plaines, cleare riuers, abundance of Pheſantts, Par- 
tridges, Quailes,Rayles;Crancs, Herons, and al other 
fowle:Deare ofalſorts,Porkes, Hares, Lyons, Typers, 
Leopards,and<diuers other ſorts of beaſtes, eyther for 
chace, or fooas, It hath akindot beaſtcalled Cama, 
or Anta, as bigge as an Engliſh becte, and ina great _ 
plenty. ; | 
: Ts ſpeake of the {eucrall ſorres of every kinde, I 
feare would betroubleſome to the Reader, & ther- 
fore I will omitte them, and couclude thar both for 
health, good ayrc,plealure,and riches, | amieſolued 
Iteaunor bee equalled by anie region eyther in the 
ealt or weſt, Morcouer the countrey is fo healthfull, 
as 100, perſons and more, which lay (without ſhiktt—@ | 
mo#? {Juttiſhly,%& were eueryday almoſt melted with 
heat in rowing & marching ,and ſuddenly wetteagain 
Witch great ſhowers, anddid eate ot all ſorts of corrupt 
fruits, & made meales of fxe(h fiſh withour ſeaſoning, 
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of Tortngas,of Lagartor, & of all fortes good and bad, 
without cither order or meaſure,and belides lodged in 
the open ayre every night)we loſtnot any onenor had 4 
one il! diſpoſed co my knowledge,nor found any Caler- 1 
t#ra,or other of thoſe peltilenr diſeaſes which dwell in 
allhote regions , and ſo neere the EquoniGtial line, 
Where there is {tore of Gold, it 1s ineffet ncdies . | 
ro remember other commodities tor trade: but it hath 1 
rowards the ſouth part of the riucr, great quantities of 
Brafill wood, & of divers berries, that dieamoſt per- 
fe crimlon and carnation: And for painting,al France, 
[raly, or the eaſt Indies yeeld none ſuch: For the more 
the ſkin is wathed,the fayrer the colourappearerh,and 
with which, euen thoſe browne and tavvny women 
ſpot themſelues,and colour their cheekes. All places 
yeelde abundance of cotten , of ilke , of Balſamum, 
andthoſe kindes moſt excellent, and neuer knowen 
in Europe: of ali fortes of gurnmes, of Indian pep# 
per: and what elle the couurries- may afforde within 
the. land weknowe not, neyther had wetime to a- 
bide the criall;,and ſearch. The ſoile betides is ſo ex- 
cellencand ſo full of riuers , as it will carrie ſuger, gin- 
ger, and all thoſe. other commodities , which the weſt 
Indies hath. 
The nayigation-is ſhort, for it may beefayled witlr 
and oxdinarie windin {ix vveeks, andinthe like time 
backe;againe , and by the vvay neither lee ſhore. Eni- 
mies coa{t, racks,nor ſaades , al which in the voia- 
ges to the yvelt Indies , & all other places , vvec 
ace ſubie& voto, as, the channell of | Bahama ,, 
comming from rhe vvelt Indies, can. not be paſ- 
ſedinthe vvinter , and vvhen itis at the beſt, itis a 
| N 4. perilous 
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perillous anda fearcfull place: The reſt of the Indies 
for calmes , and diſcaſes very troubleſome , and the 
Bermudas a helliſh ſea for chunder , lightening , and 
{tormes. 

This very yearethere were ſeuenteene ſaile of Spa- 
niſh ſhippes loſt in the channell of Bahama, and the - 
greag/hilp like to haue ſunke at the Bermuda was put 
backTo Saint 7u4n depmerto rico, And (o it falleth out in 
that nauigation cuery yeare for the moſt part , which 
in this voyage are not to be ſcared: forthe time of the 
yearc to leaue England, is belt in Iuly, and the ſummer 
in Guiana is in Oltober, Nouember , December , Ia- 
, wer Februaric and March , and then the ſhips may 
departthence in Aprill, and fo returne againe into 
England in Iune , fo as they ſhall neuerbe ſubie co 
winter weather , eyther comming, going, or ſtaying 
there, which for my part,/ take tobe one of the great- 
teſt comforts and incouragements that can be thoughe 
on hauing, (as I haue done) taſted in this voyage by 
the weſt Indies ſo many Calmes,ſo much heare, ſuc 
outragious guſtes , fowle weather , and: contrarie 
windes., | 

To conclude,Guiana is a Countrey that hathyet her 
Maydenhead, neuer ſackt, turned, nor wrought, the 
tace of the earth hath not beene tone , nor the 'vertue 

- and ſaktof the foyle ſpent by manurance , the graues 
haue not beene opened for gold , the mines not bro- 
kenwith ledges, nor their Images puld downe out 
of their temples. It hath neucr been entred by any ar- 
mie of ſtrength, and neuer conquered or poſſeſſed by 
any Chriſtian Prince. It is befides ſo defencible,that if 
twofortes be builded in on ofthe priuinces _— I 
ue 
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haue ſcen,the flaod ſerteth in ſo neere the bank, where 
the channel alſo lyeth,that no (hippe can paſſe vp,buc 
withina Pickes th ot the Artillerie, firſt of the 
one.,*and afterwardes of the others: Which two 
Fortes wilbe a ſufficient Guarde bothiof the Emprre 
of Inga, andto an hundred other ſeuerall kingdomes, 
lying within theſaid riuer , euen to the citic of Qu1- 
to'in Pers, "Hi419 
There is therefore great difference betweene the ea. 
fines of the conquelt of G=iana,& the difference of it 
being conquered , and the Welt or Eaſt Indies: 
G#i414 hath but one entrance by the ſea(if ichauec 
that) forany veſſels of burden, fo as whoſocuer ſhall 
firſt poſſeſſe it , it ſhall be founde  vnacceſlable for 
anie *Enemie , except he come in VVherries , Bar- 
', or Canoas, orelſe in flatte bottomed boats, and 
if he do offerro enter it in that manner,the woods are 
ſothicke 200, miles rogether vponthe riuers of ſuch 
entrance, as a mouſe cannot ſittein a boate vnhir 
from the banke. By land itis more impoſſible to ap- 
roach, for it hath the ſtrongeſt ſituation of any re- 
ion vnder the Sunne, andis ſo inutroned with impal- 
fible mountaines on euerie fide , as it-is impoſfi- 
ble to viduall: any companie in the paſſage, which 
hath beene well pr by the Spaniſh nation, 
who fince the conqueſt of Per» haue neuer left fine- 
yeares free from attempting the _—_ , or diſco- 
uering ſome way into it, and yet of 23, ſeuerall 
gentlemen , knights , and noble men , there was 
oe anie that knewe which way ORE 
nde , or to condu@ ſhippes by ſea, any thing

is already diſcouered,many nations wonto her Maie- 
ſties louc & obediece, & thoſe Spaniards which haue 
lateſt and longeſt labored aboutthe conqueſt, beaten 
out, diſcouraged and diſgraced, which among theſe 
nations were thought inuincible. er maieſtic may 
in this enterprize employ all thoſe ſouldiers & gen-

bour row, ans atthe foote of a hill we founde a principall 
called Ar«taco,with 3000 Indians,men and women alinpeace 
and with muck viRtuall, ashens &*veniſon in great abundance, 
and many fortes of wine. Hee intreatcd vs to goeto his houſe 
and to reitthat mghtin histowne being of 500 houſes. The 
interpretor asked whence he had thoſe nenshe ſaid they were 
; brought from a mountaine nor paſſing a-quarter of alcague 
thence, where were many Indians,yea lo many as graſle on the 
round, and that thoſe men had the poinres'of their ſhoulders 
higher then the Crownes of their heades, and had ſo many 
hens as was wonderfull, andif we wouldhaue any we ſhoulde 
fend themTewes harpes torthey woulde giue for cuery one 
two hens, we tooke an Indian and gaue him 500, harpes, the 
hens were ſo many that he brought vs, as were not to be num 
bred. Wee faid we woulde goe thither, they told ys they were 
now in- their Boracheraand would kill ys, we asked the Indi- 
an,that brought the hens if it were true, he ſaid it was molt tru 
Wealked him how they made their Borachera , he ſaide they 
had many Eagles of Gold hanging on their breaſts & pearls in 
their ceares,and that they daunced being al couered with Gold, 
The India faid ynto vs,if we would ſe th&,we ſhould giue him 
ſome hatchets, and he would bring vsof thoſe Eagles, The 
Maſter ofthe Camp gaue him one hatchet(he would giue bim 
no more be caule they ſhould nor vnderitand we went to ſceke 
old )he brought vs an Eagle which wayed 27 pounds of good 
Gold \. The Maſter ofthe Campe tooke ity and ſhewed to; the 
ſoldiers, and thenthrew it from himymaking ſhew not to re- 
garde it, About midnight came an Indian and ſaide ynto him, 
gue me apickaxe and Iwill cel theewhat the Indians with 
the high ſhoulders meane to doe, the Interpretor told the Afa- 
ſter of che Campe whocommaunded oneto be giuenhim , ae 
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Moi vs thoſe Indians were comming to kill vs for our 
marchandize. Hereupon the maſter of the campe cauſed 
his company to beſet in order, and began to march. The 11. 
day of May, we went about 7 leagues from thence.to a pro= 
wnce, where we found agreat company of Indians apparrel- 
led, they tould vsrhatifwe cameto fight, they would fill vp 
t'ole plaines with Indians to fight with vs, but if we camein 
peace, we ſhould enter and be well entertained of them, be=- 
caule they hadagreatedelireto ſee Chiiltians,and there they 
rould vs of all the riches:thac was. I doe not here ſetax downe, 
becauſe there isno place toric , but it ſhall appeare bythe infor 
mation that goesto his Afareſty, foritit ſhould here be-ſet 
downe, fowerleaues of paper would not contcine it.
